NW LOUISIANA 


Thousands of Acres in the Rich 


Arkansas-Louisiana Delta 
Under Water, 


FULLY 75,000 PEOPLE 
IN NEED OF ASSISTANCE 


So Congressman Randell Wires 
President Taft—Two Breaks 
Occur in Main Levees and 
the Muddy Water Rushes 
Over the Country—Loss of 
Life Is Feared. 


Vicksburg, Miss., April 14.-—The 
steamers Alice Miller and Falls City 
returned from the Salem, La., crevasse 
at 1 o'clock this (Sunday) morning 
and reported several hundred persons 
marooned on the levee at that point 
without food or shelter and others 
clinging to house-tops and trees. The 
boats had only a few skiffs aboard 
and could not get near enough to the 
bank to take the refugees off. <A 
government steamer left at midnight 
with launches and other small craft 
to rescue those marooned. 


Through two crevasses in the Mis- 
sissippi river and another in its equal- 
ly rampant tributary, the Arkansas, 
Sreat volumes of muddy water are to- 
day rushing out over the lowlands on 
the side of the big stream, des- 
tined to covér a large section of north- 
eastern Louisiana and a portion of the 
extreme southeastern part of Arkansaa 
For the next eight or ten days the rag- 
ing waters which late Friday tore 
their way through the restraining levee 
will move southward through the Ten. 
sas river of Loulsiana and finally will 
return to the Mississippi at the inter- 
section of the Red river, more than 
160 miles by land from the upper cre- 
vasse and nearly 130 miles from the 
lower breach in the levee.

Many Parishes Inundated. 

No less than twelve large parishes 
in Louisiana and two Arkansas coun- 
ties will nave felt the effects of the 
flood waters before they again get 
back within the Mississippi’s levees. 
Millions of acres of land will be ine 
undated, although, for the most part, 
the overflowed territory will embrace 
untilled swamps. 

No lives have been lost, according to 
reports received last night from two 
score of towns in the path of the 
flooded district. The levee authorities 
and municipal officials in the affected 
territory express the belief that no 
lives will be lost. The property loss 
will be heavy, it is admitted. Many 


thousands of head of cattle already | 
have been drowned, according to last/| 


nights report. and more wil] be 
claimed by the flood waters as they 
continue southward. 


Still Fighting to Save Levees. 


The destructive breaks in the Mis- 
sissipl’s levees at Panther Forest, Ark., 
and near Roosevelt, La. will have little 
effect upon the crest of the flood wa- 
ters of the big river from Vicksburg 
south, according to the weather bu- 
reau forecasts and the government and 
state engineers cannot for several 
weeks yet afford to relax thelr vigi- 
lance in the fight to contro] the floods 
further down towards the gulf. 

Capt. C. O. Sherrill, chief engineer 
in charge of the river work from 
Vicksburg south to the mouth of the 
river, admitted yesterday that it was 
a fight that depended largely upon 
weather conditions. “We probably 
will win if the weather conditions are 
favoreble,’” he declared But the 
weather conditions were not favorable 
Friday and Saturday, when rainfall 
was general over a large part of the 
Mississippi valley, with more than two 
inches recorded in places. : 


No Great Loss of Life. 


Regardless, however, of the result 
of the great and costly fight being 
made by the federal and state govern- 
ments along the swollen stream, it is 
believed that there can be no great 
icse of life in any event. The people 
in the territory endangered by the 
highest water in the history of the 
Mississippi from Vicksburg south have 
been given adequate warning. The 
property damage, too, will be largely 
confined to the drowning of cattle.

UARDAGE PLANT 
NOW ACERTAINTY 


mportan Action Taken Last 
Night at Conference 


An important and what will doubt- 
less prove a decisive step towards in- 
stalling a high temperature incinerat- 
ing plant to dispose of all the city’s 
garbage was taken last night at a con- 
ference between members of the board 
of health, the mayor ang Engineer 
William A. Hansell, Jr., of the con- 
Struction department, 

The cost of the plant will depend 
upon a recommendation of Engineer 
Hansell, who will report next week 
on the two bids which were ultimately 
investigated at the meeting. All the 
other bids submitted did not come up 
One bid was by 
the Dixon Engineering and Construc- 
tion Company, of Toledo, as follows: 
For a complete plant, including the 
electric power for pumping the city’s 
water, $198,997; for a plant to destroy 
the garbage, $178,800. The other bid 
by the Heenan Destructor Company, of 
New York, was as follows: Complete 
plant, $376,800; for garbage plant alone, 
274,750; for machinery to be installed 
by the city for an electric light plant, 
$64,800. 

Operating Expenses. 


The Dixon company’s bid stated that 
the plant for operating would cost per 
ton of garbage 35 -cents maximum; 
days required forconstruction 190; one 
ang two-tenths pounds of steam gener- 
ated for each ton of garbage. 

The Heenan company’s bid stated 
that the cost for operating would be 
25 cents per ton of garbage: number 
of days for construction 310: 1.96 
pounds of steam for each ton of gar- 
bage. 

Both qgompanies wanted the pay- 
ments made monthly as the work 
progressed and 10 per cent held back 
until the plant was tested and ac- 
cepted. 

William Sneider, representing the 
Dixon company, stateq that he felt 
sure arranigements could be made 
with the city on deferreq paymente so 
that a cash payment could be made and 
the balance assumed on the city’s 
moral obligation. 

W. E,. Dowd, Jr., of the Heenan com- 
pany, stated that his company would 
agree to make the same proposition. 

Mayor Winn stated that the city had 
on hand only $650,000 for a first cash 
payment 

As the plant cannot be turned over 
to the city until some thme next year,

Planting the Vegetable Garden 


It is not always advantageous to plant the 
garden. as early as possible. Under certain con- 
ditions Nature hastens the growth of late planted 
seeds so that the difference in time of their ripen- 
ing will not accord with the difference in plant- 
ings. This is particularly the case when the 
season is late and rainy. 

Plant for a succession of the different vege- 
tables. A garden in which most of the planting 
ia done at about the same time will not give 
as good reaulte as where a period of time 
elapses between the second, third or fourth 
plantings of the same vegetables. Particularly 
ie thie true of peas say Farm and Home. Where 
a number of different varieties were tried the 
best resulta were obtained from one or two va- 
rietiee planted in succession. 

In sweet corn, however, this wag not so ap- 
parent. It was found best to rely on several 
varieties ae well as successive plantings. if 
the season was backward or the plantjngs made 
unuually early, sweet corn seemed to be very 
siow im growth. On the other hand, the corn 
planted later would grow very fast under favora- 
ble conditions and almost catch up with the 
first plantings. To overcome this difficulty it 
was found advisable to rely on the plantings of 
different varieties.

TORRENT OF WATER 
STRIKES LOUISIANA 


Tallulah, La., April 13.—A mighty 
torrent of water is tonight sweeping 
out over Madison and East Carroll 
parishes from the Dogtail levee cre- 
Vasse, which went out with a roar late 
yesterday and suddenly turned loose 
an eighteen-foot wall of Mississippi 
flood waters. 

It is believed no lives have been lost, 
but the property loss from this cre- 
vasse will be heavier than suffered by 
this section since the destructive floods 
of 1882. Thousands of head of live 
stock already have been wiped out of 
existence north of Tallulah, and the 
flood waters are moving on to cover 
yet another million acres of cattle- 
grazing grounds and fertile valleys. 

Thousands of persons will be made 
homeless in East Carroll, Madison, 
Tensas and Concordia parishes. It is 
estimated that five-sixths of the peo- 
ple are negroes who live from day to 
day and the suffering among these will 
be acute. 

The United States government has 
been urged to rush_tentg and supplies 
tc this section. 

Over 1,000 Feet Wide. 


The Dogtail crevasse tonight is more 
than 1,000 feet in width, and no human) 


agency can stop the onrush of the 
waters until it has inundated a large 
part of an area elghty miles in length 
and varying in width from eight to 
twenty-six miles. 

The water will cover the southern 
half of Wast Carroll, three-fourahs of 
Madison, at least two-thirds of Ten- 
sas and a small portion of Concordia 
parishes, which comprise the fifth le- 
vee district. Approximately 1,200,000 
ecres will be submerged. 

The absence of the reports of loss 
of life is due to the precautions taken 
by the levee authorities to warn the 
people of the low country. As soon 
as the break came the news was 
flashed throughout the territory by 
telephone, .and couriers parried the 
warning message on horseback into 
the plantations and the villages remote 
from wire communication. ‘ 

The water from the crevasse prob- 
ably will have Tallulah surrounded by 
morninge. The entire town, with the 
exception of the high ridge along 
Round-a-Way bayou, probably will be 
submerged. Many families will be 
forced to move out of their homes, 
but there will be no loss of life here.

NOW LIES IN STATE 


New York, April 13.—-(S8pecial.)—The 
body of General Frederick Dent Grant, 
who died at the Hotel Buckingham, 
now lies in state In the chapel of the 
military reservation on Governors 
Island. The body was removed from 
the hotel today and taken to the isiand 
under a military escort. 

Following a conference between 
Brigadier General Bliss, who succeed- 
ed General Grant as commander of the 
department of the east after the for- 
mer had obtained a leave of absence; 
Colonel G. Andrews, Captain Cc. W. 
Fenton and Captain U. 8S..Grant III, 
son of the dead general, it was an- 
nounced the fueeral, with the highest 
military honors, will be held at est 
Point in ten days or two weeka. 

It was proposed that General Grant's 
body be placed beside that of his fath- 
er in the Riverside Drive memorial, 
but W. H. Hayden, secretary of the 
Grant Memorial committee, stated, 
when the suggestion was taken to him, 
that an agreement, made some time 
ago, would make that impossible.

New Berlin, N. Y., April 13.—(Special.) 
The astounding part of the confession 
of Cashier Frank T. Arnold, who looted 
the First National bank here of $350,- 
000, is that recently he attempted to 
hire a band of safe blowers from New 
York to come here and break into the 
vaults of the bank. The Plan was to 
destroy the books in which were the 
evidence of the defalcations and pass 
the entire shortage up to the burglars. 

It was the failure of this scheme and 
his inablity to raise within the time 
given him the $10,000, the second de- 
mand of the blackmallers, which forced 
Arnold to have the man Holland ar- 
rested, and the arrest led to his own 
downfall, as the story roused gossip 
and caused his books to be examined. 

The detectives say that Holland, who 


disappeared after he was bailed out 
by a man who called himself A. C. 
Brooks, was the representative 
gang of New York men who live by 
blackmailing suspected bankers. 

The police are ‘looking for both Hol- 
land and Brooks. It is said that in his 
confession Arnold gave the names of 
several men well known in New York, 
whom he declared to be implicated in 
the blackmalling.

Mayor Gaynor Thinks He 
Would Favor Judicial Recall. 
Wilson Says He Would Fight 
Special Interests—His Birth- 
day Remembered in N. Y. 


New York, April 13.—Prominent dem- 
Ocrats were guests tonight of the Na- 
tional Dtmocratio Club at a dinner 
given at the Waldorf-Astoria, in cele- 
bration of the one hundred and aixty- 
ninth birthday of Thomas Jefferson. 
Speakers of the evening included Wil- 
liam J. Bryan, Governor Woodrow Wil- 
son of New Jersey, Governor John A, 
Dix of New York, Senator James A. 
O'Gorman and Mayor William J. Gay- 
nor, 

“What Would Jefferson Do?” was the 
subject of Governor Wilson's address, 
while Mayor Gaynor took as his text, 
“What Would Jefferson Say?’ 

Both Governor Wilson and Mayor 
Gaynor were greeted as “our next 
president.” 

Letter From Speaker Clark. 

Thomas F. Donnelly, president of the 
National Democratic Club, read a let- 
ter from Speaker Clark, who wrote: 

“You may rest assured it is with 
very great regret 1 discover my offi- 
Clal duties require my presence here 
just at the time when I hoped to add 
my humble tribute to the imperishable 
services Thomas Jefferson rendered. 

“My regret at my enforced absence 
from your dinner is the greater, be- 
cause I had hoped to extend a hand of 
cordial good fellowship to your other 
guests, whose names, like my own, 
will be presented at Baltimore for the 
nomination by the democratic party as 
its candidate for the presidency. That 
is an ambition which any American 
citizen may worthily cherish and in aid 
of which he may thankfully welcome 
any honorable assistance offered to 
him without detracting in the slightest 
degree from the qualities of any other 
aspirant for the same high honor. It 
is pot for us to pass judgment on our 
respective merits. That belongs and 
may be safely left to the delegates se- 
lected for that purpose by the Vast 
army of faithful democrats throughout 
the union. 

“To the standardbearer thus chosen 
and to the platform adopted by that 
convention all loyal democrats will 
rally as one man, forgetting all past 
differences.” 

Governor Wilson on Jefferson, 

Governor Wilson spoke to the toast, 
“What Jefferson Would Do.” He said 
in part: 

“We may be sure that had Jefferson 
lived in our time he would have acted 
upon the facts as they are. In the 
first place, because he would have seen 
them as they actually are, ang in the 
second place because he would have 
been interested in theory only as he 
could adjust it to the reality of the

“As regards the real influences that 
control our government, he would have 
asked first of all: are they determined 
by the direct and open contacts of 
opinion? He would have found that 
they were not; that, on the contrary, 
our government as it has developed 
has supplied secret influences with a 
hundred coverts ang ambushes; that 
the opinion of the nation makes little 
noise in the committee rooms of legis- 
latures; that it is certain large, special 
interests and not the people who malin- 
tain tne Jobby: that the argument of 
the lobby is oftentimes louder and 
more potent than the argument of the 
hustings and the floor of the represen- 
tative body He would have found, 
moreover, that until very recent years 
opinion had had very difficult access, 
if any at all, in most seasons, of tue 
private conferences in which candi- 
dates for office were chosen, candi- 
dates for both administrative and 
legislative office and that in the pri- 
vate conferences where it was de- 
termined who should be nominated and, 
therefore, of course, Who #hould be 
elected. the same influences had 
astablisheqa themeelves which ruled tin 
the legislative lobby. That money, the 
money that kept the whole organiza- 
tion together, flowed in, not from the 
@eneral body of the people, but from 
those who wished to determine in thelr 
own private interest what governors 
ang legislators should and should not 
do. 


Break Into Private Places. 

“It is plain; in such circumstances, 
what he would have insisted, as we are 
insisting now, that if there could be 
found no means by which the authority 
and purpose of the people could break 
into these private places and establish 
their rule again, if the jungle proved 
too thick for the common thought to 
explore, if the coverts where the real 
power lurked were too difficult to 
find, the forees of gwenuine democracy 
must move around them instead of 
through them, must surround and be- 
leager them, must establish a force 
outside of them by which they can be 
dominated or overawed. It is with the 
discussion of just such affairs that the 
public mind is now preoccupied and 
engrossed. Debate is busy with them 
from one end of the land to the other. 

“As regards the economic policy of 
the country it is perfectly plain that 
Mr. Jefferson would have insisted upon 
a tariff fitted to actual conditions, by 
which he would have meant not the 
interests of the few men who find ac- 
cess to the hearings of the ways and 
means committee of the house and the 
finance committee. of the senate, but 
the interests of the businesg men and 
manufacturers and farmers and work- 
ers and professional men of every kind 
and class. It is plain, also, that he 
would have insisted upon a currency 
eystem elastic indeed ang suited to 
the varying circumstances of the 
money market In a @reat industrial and 
trading nation, but absolutely fortified 
and secured against a central control, 
the influence of coteries and leagues 
of banks to which it is now in constant 
danger of being subjected. 

“Ag we approach the time when we 
are to pick out a president—for I be- 
lieve that is to be our privile~e—we 
should fix our thought on this one 
great fact, that no man is big enough 
or great enough to be president alone. 
He will be no stronger than his party. 
His strenzth will lie in the counsel of 
his comrades. His succees will spring 
out of the union ana energy and un- 
selfish co-operation of his party, and 
his party must be more than half the 
nation. It must include, and genuinely 
include, men of every class and race 
anda disposition. If he be indeed the 
representative of his people, there may 
be vochsafed to him through them 
something of the vision to conceive 
what Jefferson conceived and under- 
stood—how the vision may be carried 
into reality.”

RECOMMENDS CRAWL STROKE AS BEST

stroke have claimed that it’s good 
enough for medium distance events in 
a 60-foot tank, but they used to laugh 
and shake their heads when I claimed 
the craw] stroke was the ideal stroke 
for long races, over a distance from 
five to ten miles. By winning

my point, own satisfaction at 
least. 

When I started to swim, the first 
few months at the Central Y. M. C. A. 
in Chicago, I tried all Kinds of strokes. 
Il tested the trodgeon, the overhand 
and the side arm strokes, wit hvarying 
success. It was not until I essayed the 
crawl stroke that I really began to 
win races was about eighteen years 
old at the time, and I remember how 
they used to laugh at me those days. 
The fact I used my arms entirely in 
swimming, letting my legs trail along, 
seemed to many to be wasted effort. 

Craw Stroke Ideal. 


I have always claimed, and there 
are scores of expert swimmers who 
agree with me, that the stroke 
is the ideal style for dista 4 of two 
hundred yards and over. The reason 
for this is a man can certainly g0 
faster in the dashes with the trudgeon 
but at the end of a couple of hundred 
yards be begins to get tired. Be- 
cause every time a swimmer draws hig 
legs up he is retarded that much, be- 
ing compelled to work at top speed 
every second. 

It is true there 
propulsion in the crawl, but there 1s 
this thing\ about it—there’s no. leg 
recovery and, as a result, no drag. A 
man who has practiced the crawl for 
a long time gets his arms so trained 
that he can work like a machine. 
There is actually a sense of rest in 
not having\to work your legs. Some- 
times, just to ease myself up a little, 
I have used my legs for a few strokes, 
and found that my arms responded 
better than before. 

During my many years of swimming 
in competition for the Central Y. M. 
Cc. A., the Illinoig Athletic Club and 
the Chicago Athletic Association, I 
have had occasion to swim in both 
indoor and outdoor events. There’s 
all the difference between the two as 
there is between day and night. It 
was not until I had set several records 
indoors that I tried outdoor work. 
But I believed all the time I could 
do better in the open than when rac- 
ing In a natitorium. This was true 
in my case. 

My first real chance came when the 
10-mile national river swim was sched- 
uled for the Mississippi river at St. 
Louis some years ago. We started 
ten miles above and swam with the 
current. It surprised me the ease 
with which I won these races-—the 
three in which I competed. The cfawl 
stroke \was made to order for this 
particular event. Being more air 
outside there cdnsequently was less

breath. I have been more 
worn out in fact after a three-mile 
swim indoors than at the end of the 
ten-mile contests. In the first place 
the air in a natitorium gets foul when 
a large number of persons are looking 
on, and impure air handicaps a swim- 
mer. Then, too, you don’t have to be 
constantly watching out for the end 
of the tank and twist around for the 
return journey. 


Heach Prime at Eighteen. 

In my experience I've found out one 
thing. A swimmer is at his prime be- 
(Ween the ages of 18 and 24. After 
the latter age certain muscles seem to 
stiffen, and you are not the same. 
Every muscle you use in aquatic rac- 
ing is in perfect working order dur- 
ing those five or six years. at 
true you may be able to swim almost 
as fast for short distances even when 
you reach the age of 28 or 30 But 
the old endurance is gone, and so is 
we reserve power in your back and 
shoulder muscles. 

There’s this one thing in favor of 
tank swimming—you do not lose your 
sense of direction. The sides of the 
tank act aS beacon lights to you. I 
am safe in Saying that during my 
three victories on the Mississippi! 
river I lost fully two or three yards in 
every hundred getting off a straight 
line. In the ful} distance this foots 
up pretty high. But as the rest of 
the swimmers face the Same handicap 
there Was no harm done. 

I've also tried lake swimming in 
my career. l've swam in from the 
4-mile crib out in Lake Michigan to 
the Chicago shore. In races like these 
however a fairly fast swimmer has an 
equal chance with a champion be- 
cause it’s sO easy to get off your 
course unless you have an unusually 
fine sense of direction. Of course a 
rowboat accompanies each contestant 
but even then they are likely to get 
off from fifty to a hundred yards in 
every mile. ; 


Trains Faithfully. 


I've always made it a rule to train 
faithfully—always tried to Keep in 
shape. To do this I never try to swim 
too far in one day. You can do more 
harm attempting an extra fast and 
long practice swim in a tank than the 
average person would believe possible. 
A leisurely stroke, hitting up the high 
speed at intervals, is the best way to 
gO about it if you plan on being a 
distance swimmer. It's also an ex- 
cellent plan to practice starting at 
aiso the turn in the tank. The lat- 
ter point is very important in swim- 
ming indoors. I've always kept up 
full speed during a race If you try 
to check yourself you lose time in 
recovery. 

In all kinds of events—lake, river 
and tank—I’ve found the first few 
hundred yards the hardest to negoti- 
ate. You’re going along on your first 
wind then. I've been fortunate in 
catching the second wind sooner than 
most of the other swimmers, which 
in part accounts for a lot of my vic- 
tories in the past. For you can go 
along indefinitely on the second wind. 
It's a wise move to try and breathe 
as quietiy as possible and, if neces- 
sary, take in a little water. This can

New York, April 13.—(Special.)— 
Jack Curley, instigator of the John- 
son-Flynn match, has not yet made 
public his choice of battle ground, and 
the popular belief is that he will aban- 
don the project. This in the face of 
Mr. Curley’s emphatic declaration that 
he has never even entertaine the 
idea of calling the affair off. He 
claims he will be Johnny on the spot 
May 1, the date set for posting of cer- 
tain forfeits and that the contest will 
surely take place as originally planned, 
unless Johnson gets cold feet and runs 
out on his agreement. 

It is reported the negro is dlissatis- 
fied and ready to call things off so 
far as he is concerned. The agitation 
against the apparently one-sided 
match is given as the reason for John- 
son's willingness to withdraw, but wise 
ones say: he is in possession of “In- 
side info” that there is not a chance 
to go through with it, 4nd that he has 
decided to make peace overtures to 
the New York and Philadelphia au- 
thorities with the hope of landing 
some easy money matches over the 
limited round route. 


Johnson Nearly Gone. 

Many rumors are afloat and it Is 
hard to tell those that are based on 
facts from the romances of the press 
agents, but I woula willingly gamble 
that Johnson  ~yrefuses to entertain 
propositions to box either Langford or 
Jeannette under any conditions, unless 
ruaranteed an enormous sum and 
given plenty time to prepare for battle.

In the fall of 1897 the Philadelphia 
Nationals purchased WGernhard from 
Palmyra and tendered him a contract 
for $126. Bernhard refused to sign 
for that amount and played independ- 
ent ball that year. In 1899 Philadel- 
phia sent Bernhard another contract 
for $200 and he signed up. 

Bernhard remained with the Phillies 
during 1899 and 1900. His first year 
he won seven games and lost six and 
in 1800 won 18 and lost 12. 


Jumped Phillies. 

In 1901 Bernhard, with Nap Lajote, 
at that time a member of the Phillies, 
jumped the National League and went 
with the Philadelphia Americans. The 
Mationais took the case to court and 
the court decided that Bernhard and 
Lajoie were the property of the Phila- 
delphia Americans. he Nationals 
carried the case to the supreme court, 
which reversed the decision, but Bern- 
hard and Lajoie refused to go back 
to the Nationals. 

19802 marked the beginning of the 
career of Bernhard and Lajole as mem- 
bers of the Cleveland team. Bernhard 
played with Cleveland in 1902-3-4-5-6 
and 7. 

The beginning of the 1908 
found Bernhard as a manager and 
leaGer of the Nashville Southern 
League club. Bernhard’s debut in a 
managerial role was crowned with suc- 
cess. He won the pennant for Nash- 
ville in 1908 and the hearts of the 
fans. ’ 

Success camped on the trail of Bern- 
hard as a manager. In 1909 he piloted 
-thé Naghviille club to second place in 
the Southern League handicap. Nash- 
ville’s pennant in 1908 was not due 
wholly to Bernhard’s ability as a man- | 
ager, But as a player also. He pitched 
twenty-one games, winning fourteen 
of m. In 1909 Bernhard pitched 

games and won two of them.

Harry Davis, of the Cleveland Naps, 
is one of those individuals who do not 
believe that a ball player’s diamond 
career is ended when his arm goes 
out of commission and his legs lose 
their speed. 

“Ball players too often devote most 
of their energy looking after their 
Salaries,” he declared with emphasis 
recently. “They argue that at the best 
they have only a few years to stay in 
the game. They believe that during 
that time they must collect enough 
coin to last the remainder of their 
lives. They see visions of going back 
to hard labor, of losing all the com- 
forts of life which they enjoyed while 
drawing large salaries as members of 
major leagues. 

“That's wrong. It’s entirely wrong. 
They don’t appreciate the hugeness of 
this game. seball is an immense 
proposition. There's not the slightest 
reason in the world why a man should 
not make it his lifework just as a 
man makes the study of the auto busi- 
ness bis lifework when he enters the 
office of an auto concern. 

“Just think over the list of men who 
have retired or who have been torced | 
to retire as baseball players in recent 


years. Think for a moment what a 
vast number of them are still direct- 
ly connected With the sport. 

‘The game is just like a business. 
The man who studies it, who is atten- 
tive, who is ambitious, who does what's 
right, who gives the club all that he 
possesses, who takes care of himself, 
is the man who will stick to the game 
and who will find that it will pay 
him dividends as long as any other 
line of work should. 

“Just consider for a moment how 
many minor league clubs in this coun- 
try are more than anxious to get men 
of intelligence at good salaries to 
manage their clubs. Think of the 
number of scouts employed by major 
league clubs. There’s room for every 
man who is willing to try to advance 
in his profession. 

“I don’t intend to sermonize, but 
that is a plain statement of fact, and 
conditions support my argument, 

“Don't think for a minute that TI be- 
lieve a ball player isn’t entitled to a 
healthy salary. On the contrary, I be- 
lieve he is and earns it. What I mean 
to convey is the idea that the bali 
player should work for the future just 
as the young fellow does in any other 
line of work.”

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HINTS ON HOW TO

This mixture is apt to separate after 
standing, but brisk shaking will brimg 
the ingredients together again. Apply 
with the soft side of a canton flannel 
cloth and polish with a dry one.

In his article on “The New Meaning 
of Public Health.” in Harper's for 
April, Robert Bruere pays a tribute 
to the state health department of 
Pennsylvania, which has achieved 
notable results, 

“Formerly the case of fatality from 
diphtheria in Pennsylvania fluctuated 
between 40 and 60 per cent. From Uc- 
tober, 1905, to and including December 
31, 1910, the department treated 27,313 
poof patients for diphtheria, and of 
this number only 8% per cent died; 
it immunized 20,294 who had been ex- 
posed to infection, and of these less 
than 2 per cent developed diphtheria, 
and of this 2 per cent only 6 per cent, 
or less than one-ninth of 1 per cent 
of the total immunized group, died!

Wasteful Use of Coal. 
(H. H. Windsor, in the April Popular 
Mechinics Magazine.) 

The latest estimate of the coal sup- 
ply of England places the date of its 
exhaustion as 175 years hence. While 
this is a long period measured by the 
average life of man, it does not look 
big compared to the history of that 
country. Our own coal supply is so 
large, and the expectation—at least in 
the mind of the layman—of continued 
discoveries of vast deposits of fuel, 
make it practically impossible for our 
own people to seriously consider the 
exhaustion of our own coal fields. 

Our present method of generating 
steam power for stationary engines is 
absurd and extravagant ag to at least 
75 per cent of all the power used in 
this country. We mine coal, we ship 
it, and haul to our plant; we shovel

I wish to look back to the seven and 
a half years when I was president. I 
said I would never consent to the 
United States not acting toward other 
nations with scrupulous justice.

Under my administration we made 
The Hague court, which had become 
moribund, a live instrument for pro- 
moting international peace. Every act 
— I could submit to arbitration I

“I want to call your attention to the 
fact that I was the only president 
that got the Nobel peace prize and 
wouldn't have got it if I had wanted 
peace because 1 was afraid of war.”

SOLVE PROBLEMS 
OF CONSTRUCTION 


Davison-Paxon-Stokes Structure 
Offered Riddle Which W, T, 
Downing Worked Out 


NEW HOMES BUILT OVER 
UNDISTURBED BUSINESS 


Answer to Question of Track 
Frontage by Placing Ship- 
ping Department on the 
Second Floor May Lead to 
Opening of New Manufac- 
turing District. 


The new eight-story building of the 
Davison-Paxon-Stokes Company, which 
is being erected on the site of the 
company’s old structure at the north- 
east corner of Broad and Hunter 
streets, offers a striking example of 
the modern architect's and engineer's 
ability. to overcome obstacles which a 
decade ago would have been consid- 
ered insurmountable, 

The building of the new quarters of 
the Davison-Paxon-Stokes Company is 
more like the metamorphosis of the 
grub to the butterfly on a grand 
Scale than the layman's eonception of 
the construction of a new building. 
The work of construction has been in 
progress on the new quarters now for 
mor® than a month, yet the old bulld- 
ing continues to stand and the ewners 
have been in it all the while. and, as 
the saying goes, are still doing bust- 
ness at the same old stand. Further- 
more, this unique performance will 
continue until the new quarters have 
been built over the heads of the own- 
ers, at which time there will be a re- 
arrangement of desks, departments 
and goods, and about the only notice- 
able difference will be that things will 
jog along a little more briskly per- 
haps. : 

For the scheme of construction 
whereby this has been made possible 
credit is due to W. T. Downing, the 
architect of the building, whose plans 
are being put into execution by the 
Industrial Engineering Company, of 
N. Y., and New York city. 

Work Like Tree-Dwellers. 

While the old walls shelter the of- 
fices of the owners of the building, 
the reinforced concrete skeleton work 
of the new structure has steadily 
climbed up five stories. By the last 
of April one of the upper stories will 
have been completed and the com- 
pany will move into it as temporary 
quarters. The old walls will then dis- 
@ppear and leave the forces of Davi- 
son-Paxon-Stokes Company working in 
a house on stilts, like the tree-dwellers 
of a prehistoric age. The new walls 
of brick will then be bullt and the

, Is This Example Significant? 

Another striking, and in all prob- 
ability most significant, example is the 
manner in which the problem of rail- 
road frontage was solved in the case 
of the new manufacturing building of 
the National Paper Company, which is 
now in course of construction at Simp- 
son street and the railroad, just west 
of Elliott street. When the proposi- 


; tion to build this plant upon this loca- 


tion was being considered it was seen 
that the ground floor of the building 
would be twenty or more feet below 
the level of the railroad, making al- 
most impossible under the eclrcum- 
stances to build a siding down to the 
ground floor. This was solved, howe 
ever, by building the plant up to the 
siding and placing the shipping de- 
partment on the second floor. 

The fact that it is necessary for 
nearly every manufacturing establish- 
ment to place its heavy machinery on 
the ground floor, thus interfering with 
shipping facilities, makes the second 
floor the logical shipping department. 
It has been suggested that this cir- 
cumstance may lead to the develop- 
ment of that entire low section of the 
city lying along the west side of 
Elliott street, from Simpson street to 
the factory of Frank E. Block & Co.,, 
into a great manufacturing district, 
with a belt line of trackage from 
Simpson street, or thereabouts, to the 
new Southern freight terminal below 
the passenger terminal, furnishing 
railroad frontage for any number of 
factories. The fact that there are only 
four tracks leading through to the

THE GUINEA FOWL 
AND HOW TO RAISE IT 


That the chicken crop is short over 
the entire south is a certainty. 

The spring has just opened up and 
summer will soon be here. It is im- 
possible to raise chickens profitably 
now. Every summer-hatched chicken 
that is put on the market is sold at 
Jess than half the cost of getting it to 
the frying size; and, counting the loss 
@ccasioned by the summer diseases, 
the cost of breeding them in summer 
cannot be estimated. 

In a short while the guinea will 
commence to lay. In June and July, 
Sometimes in August, they can be 
hatched out and easily raised. It costs 
almost nothing to get them to the fry- 
ing size by November and December. 
The guinea hen fs a careless mother, 
@nd seldom succeeds in raising many 
of her hatch. But, if you will use a 
hen to hatch them, you can, with a 
little care, raise every one that is 
hatched out. 

It takes 28 days to incubate the 
@ges. You seldom find any of them 
infertile. The hen should be set in a 
quiet, dark, cool place where the 
other hens will not be able to molest 
her. When about to hatch she should 
be inclosed with fine poultry netting 
@©r boards eight or ten inches high, so 
that the little guineas can not get out. 

You know that the guinea has never 
heen completely domesticated, and if 
mot confined with the hen for five or 
gix days unti] they learn the cluck of 
the hen, they will stray off and run 
until exhausted, lie down and die. 

Like a little chicken, they requtre 
mo food until they are about 36 hours 
old. They should be given only sand 
and a little wheat bran at first. Then 
the very best food for them is grass 
geed of any kind. When they get 
etrong enough to follow the hen you 
can turn them into a lot, or if in the 
country into a field where the grass is 
in seed, and they will—itf there is 
enough grass in seed—need no other 
feed. Thy can, however, be fed on 
grain of any kind as soon as they are 
large enough to eat it. They should 
be Kept dry. Keep them up in the 
morning until the dew is off of the 
@rass. They should be given a little 
fresh meat, when young. After they 
4get out on the range in the grass the 
bugs and grasshoppers will do them 
more good than meat. The guinea has 
@ remarkable history. I will have 
Something to say in regard to their 
history a little later on.

One was the way you trans- 
ferred them from the incubator to the 
and the other your manner 
feeding them.

‘leg weakness. This condition, how- 
e.er, is caused sometimes by weak 
ge:m, or fertility because of their 
parents lacking vigor. The severe 
weather this year has resulted in a

I ever heard of before in my life, 

Now, as to feeding them soft food 
are 15 to 20 
davg old, it will seriously injure them. 
The yolk of the egg will feed them for 
over 72 hours, but they should be fed 
a little in 36 hours from the hatch. 
As soon as they are hatched they 
should be put on clean sand or fine 
grit, sprinkled over with wheat bran 
and alfalfa meal. Then feed them on 
small, hard grain; put their gizzards 
to work, keep them on this diet for 

20 days, and then feed the ordi- 
chicken feed. You should get 
on the ground as soon as pos- 
Keep them dry and shielded 
the wind. Corn meal is lyjuri- 
It sours too quickly+and gives 
indigestion.

In the division of an estate two 
sisters were left two adjoining semi- 
central lots as a legacy.

SOCIAL UNREST 
FACES GERMANY 


haiser Seriously Concerned About 
Situation in Empire 


Instructions Have Been Given 
Court Officials For Their 
Presérvation in the Possi- 
bility of Socialistic Strife. 
Professor Czerny Dismissed. 


Berlin, April 13.—(Special.)—Ilt would 
Perhaps be stating it too strong 
to say the Raiser is afraid of the sit- 
uation in Germany today, but it is a 
fact that he is very seriously con- 
cerned. So much so, in tact, a memo- 
randum has been privately drawn up 
with full details for the instruction of 
the whole of the court—official and 
menial alike—for their preservation 
should @ny revolutionary crisis precip- 
itate itself. To those who know the 
Germans, and their ideas of socialism, 
this may seem a very unnecessary 
precaution. History tells another story, 
however. The  kaiser’s grandfather 
knew what it was to have to scurry 
like a frightened sheep from his Berlin 
Stronghold to England in times of 
socialistic strife, and his present 
majesty has seen more blood shed 
around the royal palace in Berlin 
than some of our best-known generals 
have seen in times of wer. Berlin is 
for this reason the most curious an- 
achronism in all Europe. In times of 
tranquillity the crowd upon the Unter 
den Linden is the most peaceful and 
prosperous-loking in the world. 

But let King Mob for one brief mo- 
ment get the upper hand in Berlin, and 
there ig no city in the whole world 
where he is more bloodthirsty. 

History shows this. No particular 
signs which would lead one to look for 
riotous demonstrations here, but few 
will deny that there is abroad through- 
out Europe a revolutionary spirit 
which may develop in a startling man- 
ner, at almost any time and nearly 
everywhere. 

The coal strike, the great socialist 
successes, the unrest among all classes 
of laboring men, dissatisfaction with 
the high cost of living, all are potents 
to which the Kaiser, who is, perhaps, 
the Keenest observer among European 
monarchs, is thoroughly alive. Like a 
good general, he is preparing for what- 
ever may happen. 

Considerable sensation has been 
caused in German liberal quarters by 
the news that the Heidelberg Profes- 
sor Czerny, a celebrated clinicist, has 
been dismissed from his post as sur- 
geon general of the army for having 
taken part in a symposium organized 
by the Berliner Tageblatt before the 
second ballots, and having recommend- 
ed supporting social democrats in all 
cases where they were opposed by 
members of the “Black-Blue” block. 

This is another straw which shows 
the tension. 

In Home and Profession. 

The empress Was present at the 
opening of an exhibition entitled “Die 
Frau in Haus and Beruf.” which is be- 
ing he!d on a large scale in the exhi- 
bition buildings at the zoological gar- 
dens. The president, Frau Hedwig 
Heyl, said that this exhibition was the 
“flourish of trumpets” which signified 
peace ‘at last between the rival claims 
of woman's two great spheres of work 
—the home and her profession—which 
had at first appeared antagonistic to 
one another, but were now seen to be 
mutually complimentary. Woman's 
work in Germany for the family and 
the nation was no longer confined to 
isolated effort. It was scientific and 
corporate, and was filled with the con- 
sciousness of new duties demanded by 
the time which led the woman worker 
to seek a vocation, and to take part in 
social and industrial work, ‘and her 
contemplative sister to seek Lo. 6=Clbe 
surrounded with things of truth and 
beauty This exhibition was a sign 
trat woman was seeking to find her 
own path, and it was a landmark in 
he history of a sex Which advanced 
with every century. The new ideals, 
however, were in nowise opposed to the 
co-@peration of both sexes. 

The designers of the exhibition seem 
to have had two objects in view—to 
give some account of the work which 
Wwernan women have done in various 
fields of activity both at home and 
abroad, and at the game time to put 
before the public certain ideals to 
guide them in their choice of life's 
luxuries and necessities. Thus, while 
a large amount of space was devoted 
to articles, photographs, statistics, in 
pictorial form, models, etc., which illus- 
trate the work, for example, of the 
Red Cross mission, and woman's 
activity in educational and charitable 
work, and her achievements in the arts 
and sciences, industry and sport, and 
to the records of the various women’s 
guilds in Germany, no less prominent 
features are the advertisements in the 
form of most artistically arranged 
groups of models of desirable hats and 
skirts, and a series of mode! dwelling 
rooms suitable respectively to the 
workman's wife or the successful lady 
novelist. The exhibition was, as a 
whole, remarkebly interesting. 

That it should be illegal for a girl 
to mafry unless she can produce offi- 
cial evidence of having done one years 
household service was the novel pro- 
posal made at the openimg session of 
the congress. 

Discussing the project recently 
broached for compelling German won- 
en to do some form of military service, 
Frau Gnauck-Kuehne urged that the 
home and motherhood were womens 
most important sphere, and that the 
“service year” of girls should be spent 
preparing them for it. “Our giris, 
she said, “should be prepared by a year 
of service to fulfill their duties as 
wives just as our young men are pre- 
pared for the duties of national de- 
fense which the country May call] on 
them to perform. 

“No girl should have a legal right 
to marry unless she can show evidence 
of having prepared herself by a year's 
trainin for household management.” 
Frau Gnauck-Kuehne also advocated 
placing household finances on a lega! 
basis whereby a wife should have a 
right to demand a fixed annual budget 
commensurate with the husband's in- 
come. 


After an engagement extending over 
thirty years, Hermann Hessberg. a 
slipper maker, of Elbing, Germany, 
has just married the woman of his 
heart. When he was 28, a marriage be- 
tween the pair was actually arranged, 
but at the last moment an affluent 
aunt, on whose fortune they had been 
counting, interposed with the threat of 
disinheritance in case this particular 
union should take place. 

Accordingly, the wedding was post- 
poned till the obstacle should have been 
removed. It was not long before the 
aunt died, but when her will was open- 
ed it was found that she had bequeath- 
ed her possessions to her nephew only 
on conditions that he did not marry 
the girl of his choice for at least an- 
other thirty years, The couple calmly 
set themselves to wait out this term. 
It has at last expired, and they have 
become man and wife, though it should 
be added that the marriage ceremony 
had to take place in the house of the 
bridegroom, who its now confined to 
his room by heart complaint.

UREAT MEETING 
UF RELIGIONISTS 


BY D. V. FRANCES, 


New York, april 13.—(Special.)— 
One of the greatest religious con- 
gresses of modern times will be held at 
Carnegie hall, this city, from April 19 
to 24. It will be the culmination of 
the Men and Religion Forward Move- 
ment which has been in progress 
throughout the country for nearly a 
year and there will be representatives 
present from every section of the coun- 
try. 

The delegates—all men—will be lim- 
ited to 3,000 and these will be appor- 
tioned among the cities where the Men 
and Religion Movement has been hold- 
ing campaigns during the winter. All 
denominations are participants, as well 
as many interdenominational organi- 
zations. 

The lay speakers already secured in- 
clude President Taft, AmbLassador 
Bryce, Prof. E. A. Steiner, William 
Jennings Bryan, John Mitchell, Book- 
er T. Washington, J. A. MacDonald of 
Toronto; Robert E. Speer, John R. Lott, 
and J. Campbell White, of New York, 
and William T. Mills, of Pennsylvania. 
\mong the clergymen who will address 
the congress will be Bishop Greer, of 
New York; Archdeacon Madden, of 
Liverpool; Bishop McDowell, of Chica- 

; the Rev. Dr. J. H. Jowett and Dr. 
. R. Gray, of Glasgow. The only wom- 

speaker at this men’s convention 
will be Jane Addams, of Chicago, who 
will speak on “The Soclal Evil.” 

A parade of delegates, augmented by 
special delegations from New York 
and neighboring cities, will be held on 
Saturday afternoon, April 20, and Pres- 
ident Taft is expected to review It. The 
men’s parade will be followed by one 
of older boys. 

Nine commissions are now at work 
studying such themes as Social Service, 
Boys’ Work, Missions, Christian Unity, 
The Rural Church, Publicity, Evangel- 
ism, Blble Study and Permanence of 
the message of the Men and Religion 
Forward Movement.

Dr. Henry G. Carroll, secretary of 
the Ecumenical Methodist conference, 
.he United States census enumerator of 
churches in 1890, figures that Chris- 
tians increased in numbers, within 
continental United States, 786,000 a 
year «uring the ten years from 1900 
to 1910. Since making religious statis- 
tics officielly, Dr. Carroll has made 
them on his own account for several 
years. Those figures are his own for 
the year 1911. i+uring the decade cov- 
ered the peputation of continental 
United States increased 1,597,681 a year. 

The growth of Christian churches, 
Catholic and Protestant, during 1911 
was, according to Dr. Carren, 600,000 
members, or somewhat be:ow the aver- 
age for the previous decade, and 2,800 
churches also below that average. He 
finds that many great bodies, like the 
Pr-sbyterian and his own, the Metn- 
odist, do not average gains of two 
members each a year. 

During the last twenty-one years 
Catholics in America have doubled in 
nuinber, according to Dr. Carroll and 
Lutherans and Episcopalians have come 
wichin a few thousands of doing the 
same. Lutherans displaced Presbyte- 
rians as fourth in rank. Methodists 
and Baptists increased by 2,000,000 
minembers each, and Presbyterians by 
700,000. Disciples of Christ have more 
than doubled in the past ten 
years. Catholic authorities give their 
population for 1911 at 14,612,000, while 
Dr. Carroll, by deducting a percentage 
for children too young to be confirmed, 
arrives at a communicant membership 
for this church of 12,575,000. He points 
out that Methodist and other figures 
are on a somewhat different basis from 
Catholics and that comparison of fizg- 
ures should take this fact into account 
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International 8S. 8S. Lessons, 

The International Sunday School Les- 
sons committee, meeting recently in In- 
dianapolis, in which city was held its 
first meeting forty years ago, mapped 
out new Bible lessons for English- 
speaking Sunday schools in this and 
other lands that contain learners to 
the number of 25,000,000. There is a 
Rritish section, and action is taken 
here only after consultation with it, 
but leadership in this vast educational 
work is in America, and has been from 
its inception. 

Lessons which these millions of chil- 
dren study, and will study until 1917, 
are as follows: This year the life of 
Christ as related by St. Mark, but with 
citations from some other of the evane 
velists: 1913. the Old Testament from 
Genesis to Joshua, or, to be more speci- 
fic. from the creation to the third set- 
tlement in Canaan: 1914, the life of 
Christ. concluded from 1912; 1915, the 
Old Testament, beginning with the 
Judges, taking both books of the Kings 
and the greater prophets; 1916. the New 
Testament, Acts, Epistles and Revela- 
tion: 1917, first half of the year the 
gospel of St. John. and last half from 
the books of the Kings to and includ- 
ing the minor prophets. 

The committee, the seventh since th‘s 
system was inaugurated, sclects the Bi- 
ble lessons, and the commentators, us- 
ually some for each religious Lody 
using the series, prepare and issue tie 
——— for use in classes. For many 
vears these helps were ungraded, but 
within the past ten years they have 
extended until there are no fewer than 
thirty-six courses. Illustrations, bet- 
ter to help children to comprehend the 
Bible truths, are taken from nature, 
from the history of missions and from 
the temperance movement. There have 
been objections to the introduction of 
these illustrations from without, but 
they have been overruled.

Washington, April 13.—(Special.)— 
The United States government today 
assumed charge of a nation-wide 
seach for Mrs. Archibald Gracie. soci- 
ety leader of New York and Washing- 
ton. However, much against her will, 
this beautiful and fashionable woman 
will be brought to the United States 
court in Washington to tel] whether or 
not, as is stated under oath, she ‘in- 
formed Mrs. Harley Colvin Gage that 
Banker Charles J. ‘Bell, brother of the 
telephone inventor, has determined to 
bar her and her handsome daughter, 
Margaret, from the capitol 400.” 

A crisis in the remarkable case, 
which has now assumed a national 
scope, was reached today when, after 
a thorough search; the authorities 
were unable to locate Mrs. Gracie tin 
Washington. As the courtsin the Dis- 
trict of Columbia are vested with 
government authority, the entire fed- 
eral force is at their command. 

With the information that the miss- 
ing witness flew to New York imme- 
diately following the testimony by 
Miss Gage, two United States marshals. 
armed with new subpoenas, arrived in 
that city this evening. In New York 
they will be assisted by the entire 
force in Marshal Henkel’s office 

If not successful in New York, the 
United States marshals wi!l proceed 
to Boston, where the government is 
informed Mrs. Gracie may have taken 
refuge. When ouund a body attach- 
ment will be immediately gerved if Mrs. 
Gracie refuses to obey the subpoenas.

PLAYGROUNDS TO FORE| 


“We have left the amusement of young 
people and children too long to com- 
mercial interests,” said Mrs. B. Rosing, 
of St. Paul. ‘St. Paul should have a 
city recreation department the same 
as it has a city health department. 
Club women should make a _ “special 
study of recreation for the young. 
Chicago spends $19,000,000 annually on 
free playgrounds, and it pays econom- 
ically as well as morally and socially, 
as the playgrounds keep children out 
of the juvenile courts and prevent 
crime.”

Creed of the City Playground League 
of New York. 

1, We believe that a city child needs 
a place to play, things to play with, 
and someone to take a fatherly or 
motherly interest in its play. 

2. We believe that a playground 
should be made attractive to win the 
child; varied in equipment, to hold 
the child, who needs constant change; 
and supervised by directors trained in 
child culture, who can care for this 
child garden, as an expert florist will 
care for his flowers, developing the 
best in each. 

3. We believe that family life should 
be encouraged in the layground, 
avoiding the formal grouping accord- 
ing to age. 

4. We believe that normal play on 
swings, seesaws and other such ap- 
paratus, or with simple games, such 
as ball and tag, in varied forms, or 
with toys such as toy brooms, doll- 
house, etc., to be a better preparation 
for normal life than exciting competi- 
tions and complicated games requiring 
constant Instruction. 

5. We believe that a program for 
playground work should be very 
elastic, allowing for change to guit the 
invnediate need of the child, weather 
conditions, ete., but should definitely 
establish the duty of each of the staff 
so that no phase of the work—songs, 
stories, races, quiet occupation, gwen-

Dictograph Reveals Crime. 

The dictograph, the sensitive instru- 
ment which has lent itself so marvel- 
ously to the purpose of securing evi- 
dence of crime, is described in an il- 
lustrated article in the April Popular 
Mechanics Magazine. The instrument 
comprises a most sensitive transmit- 
ter, a receiver, a smal] battery ung as 
much wire as is necessary. The en- 
tire outfit can be held in one hand 
and not cover all the fingers. The 
transmitter can be placed anywhere 
in the room where the person whose 
evidence is desired will be most likely. 
to talk. 

In the Ohio bribery cases it was put 
under a sofa in a hotel room. In San 
francisco it was placed beneath the 
bed in a cell of the city jail. At To- 
ronto, Canada, where it was used in a 
hotel, it was placed on a table under 
papers. It might be hung on the wall 
beneath a picture or a calendar, an 
ordinary pin being strong enough to 
hold it in place. Silk-covered wire 
can be run from the transmitter to 
whatever room the operator desires, 
and when connected, the person hold- 
ing the receiver to his ear hears dis- 
tinctly every word uttered in the 
room where the transmitter has been 
placed. Stenographers, if so equipped, 
can make a verbatim report of such 
conversations, as has been done in 
several criminal cases.

“President Harrison began with 40 
votes out of 830 in the convention of 
1888, Sherman and four others leading 
him. When he was nominated four 
vears later on the first ballot he was 
defeated in the election. 

Bryan Minority Candidate. 

“Mr. Bryan was a minority candidate 
in the convention of 1906 and, on the 
first ballot, had 119 out of 930 votes. 
Why have we failed in the last four 
elections? Because of unwise leader- 
ship and the nomination of candidates 
—Bryan and Parker, for example—for 
each of whom a large minority of the 
party would not vote. Men like Mr. 
Wilson would not vote for Bryan in 
1896, and thousands of Bryan's wing 
of the party rejected Parker in 1904. 

Enter Underwood.

His advocacy of Roosevelt 
heresies would drive hundreds of thou- 
sands of democratic votes from him. 

“Now, in all fairness, if neither of 
these gentlemen could get the neces-

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Tremendous Range in Price of 


Eggs. 
to a contributor to Farm 
and Fireside, the price of eggs varies 
tremendously in different parts of the 
eountry. The author of the article asks, 
“Are not one dozen eggs in Chicago 
furnishing the same food value as in 
New York? If they are, why not pay 
the same price for them?’ 

The writer then goes on to present 
the following facts and comment: 

“As an example, let me note the 
prices quoted in a few different places 
on the day above in question: New 
York city, 60 cents per dozen: Chicago, 
38 cents per dozen; St. Louis, 36 cents 
per dozen. Then note this: Bingham- 
ton, N. Y., is about 200 miles from New 
York city, but the wholesale quotations 
gave eges as 30 cents per dozen, and at 
34 cents per dozen to retailers. I hap- 
pen to know, though, that cons!imers 
were paying 50 cents to 55 cents per 
dozen for good fresh eggs that day, 
while the producer was paid only 30 
cents. 

“Liberty, N. Y., is about 50 miles 
from Binghamton, N. Y., and about 130 
miles from New York city, but fresh 
eges from the hennery brought 57 
cents to 60 cents that day to the pro- 
ducer. The above prices are all based 
upon highest New York quotations for] 
select hennery eggs, white and good 
size, fresh gathered. The writer was 
paid 67 cents for mixed eggs that day 
in Liberty and New York city. 

“Honestly, now, are not these facts 
startling? Isn't there considerable food 
for thought in them; and doesn't it in- 
dicate that, after all, our market quo- 
tations mean very little? Is the differ- 
ence to be accounted for by local or 
general conditions? If the general con- 
ditions, why are the prices so radical- 
ly different even within less than 100 
miles distance? If local conditions are 
the same, then of what practical bene- 
fit are our market quotations? 

“It looks to me very much as though 
all these quotations are somewhat vf a 
fraud. I am inclined to believe that 
these quotations are simply what a few 
(or several) wniddlemen or dealers are 
willing to pay for this produce the day 
in question, without regard to the sup-

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WHEN SOCIETY MAKES PARIAHS. 


How the still-faulty penology of our day may make where 1 
should reform criminals was illustrated the other day in the case of 
Clifton A. Smith, sentenced at Chicago to two years at the Atlanta 
federal penitentiary for counterfeiting. Smith plead for lemency 
on the ground that previous convictions had branded him so indelt- 
bly that society had turned its back upon him and he had been com- 
pelled to return to criminal practices as a matter of bread and meat. 

It is conceivable, of course, that the plea was a pretext and that 
in the man’s heart was no-genuine desire to rehabilitate himself. On

| the other hand, his assertions have too many times been borne out 
'in actual instances to permit their dismissal as the clever subterfuge 


of a chronic law-breaker. The handling of crime in this country 
needs drastic revamping at two sources: TF irst, the enactment of 
such measures as will insure certainty and swiftness of punishment ; 
second, the remodeling of our penal system so as to make it curative 
and not sheerly punitive. 

The first requisite may have met compliance in the theoretical 
case of Smith. It is to be hoped it did. The second tailed dismally, 
else he would not have been so unmistakably stigmatized an outlaw 
as to set him aside, a pariah, forced by society to resume the evil 
he may conscientiously have been trying to flee. The average man 
knows how the atmosphere of the prison clings to its even one-time 
occupant. He is herded with desperate and calloused criminals un- 
til he absorbs their reckless outlook upon life and learns even more 
of the tricks wherewith they prey upon the world outside. The mo- 
ment he enters the four walls, he surrenders his human identity and 
becomes a number, of which bad only and not good is expected. It 
iz not wonderful that when he finally emerges his record is printed 
in his face and gait, and honest folk look upon him as a thing to be 
shunned, not helped. 

Happily the tragedy, and it is a costly one, is being undone— 
with a saddening slowness, but still with progress that 1s visible. 
At the very prison, for instance, where Smith is to be incarcerated, 
Warden Moyer has introduced such innovations as make the in- 
mates regard themselves more as men and less as ciphers, and others 
that put a premium upon hope and a discount upon the lure of the 
old ways. The day society-at-large realizes that it 1s cheaper to 
cure than to create criminals will mark a change in our whole view- 
point. The only qualification to be observed is that mawkishness do 
not enter into the equation.

BASEBALL COMPETES WITH POLITICS. 


Let us at once admit that the men who designed our federal 
electoral machinery, whatever their other errors, were gifted with 
prevision when they fixed the date for presidential elections. Amer- 
cans ballot upon the highest offices in the land when the war for 
the baseball pennants has been decided and the hoarse voice of 
the fan no longer disturbs the atmosphere. It is frightful to con- 
template the slimness of the vote did we select our presidents upon 
a day when some baseball race hung in the balance.

merits of the “down-shoot” or the “spit-ball.” 

All of which is as it should be. The happiest feature of base- 
ball, the season for which has just opened in Atlanta and other cities, 
is its all-embracing democracy. At the office or a social function, 
a man may stand pat upon his dignity and the class distinctions 
that exist even in our own country. But ‘once let him pass the 
turn-stile to the grandstand or the “bleachers” and he is one of a 
conglomerate many, forgetting caste, slipping the tether of worry 
in a mighty common interest with his nextdoor neighbor, whether 
that individual express his assets in ten figures or ten bankruptcies.

The-power of Oscar Underwood to resolve factions is shown 
with prophetic emphasis in the attitude of the Georgia state press 
toward his candidacy for the presidential nomination. Eighteen 
of the daily newspapers are supporting him with all the enthusiasm 
at their command. Only six of the dailies are in the Wilson column. 
Of the weeklies, a conservative estimate gives Underwood 85 per 
cent of them, 

The sheer preponderance of numbers on the Underwood side is 
of itself significant. Of greater portent is the fact that these dailies 
and weeklies are scattered over the state without regard to location, 
and beYond all, without regard, in many instances, to former parti- 
san alignment. 

In other words, the wonderful leadership of the Alabamian has 
accomplished in Georgia what it has accomplished in congress. It 
has brought warring factions into harmony.

PAVE GEORGIA AVENUE NOW! 


Representative citizens from the Second and Third wards ap- 
peared before the committee of public works of the board of county 
commissioners yesterday to urge that the paving of Georgia avenue 
from Grant park to the center of the city be undertaken at once. 

It will be recalled that after a conference between the com» 
missioners and the city council, it was agreed that the Georgia 
avenue approach to Grant park be put on the paving program for 
this year, thus connecting the park by this main thoroughfare and 
through Capitol avenue, Washington and Pryor streets with the 
center of the city, and at the same time affording a straight, well- 
paved highway from Grant park to the Eighth and Tenth wards. 

In agreeing upon the program of this year’s paving the repre- 
sentatives of the city council put Georgia avenue as the third piece 
of work set for the year, While assuring the paving this vear, this 
would delay its completion until late in the fall and after the Grant 
park season 1s over. 

As the result of the hearing before the county commissioners 
it was understood that if the city council will request that Georgia 
avenue be put first, instead of third, on the list the county com- 
missioners will proceed accordingly. 

The Constitution has for ten years been urging a direct paved 
highway between Grant park and the center of the city—an im- 
provement in which not only the wards contiguous to Grant park 
are interested, but which is of the utmost importance to every part 
of the city. 

Grant and Piedmont parks are two of the city’s best assets and 
no effort should be spared by council to give the people the full 
benefit of these two great public institutions. Piedmont Park is 
already well provided with direct highways, but it seems strange 
that after all these years the splendid gift of L. P. Grant to the 
city should still be without a well-paved approach. 

Council should act upon this matter without further delay and 
it is to be hoped that at its meeting Monday a resolution will be 
adopted, asking that this paving be given the right of way for the 
paving squad assigned to the work in that part of the county, so 
that the people may get the benefit of the work during this summer. 
This work can be completed within a few weeks and if begun now 
should be through before July 1. 

If the Second and Third ward members of council should get 
together in this matter they can easily secure the unanimous con- 
sent of the council to a resolution giving this work the right of way, 
the commissioners having, in effect, taken the position that the 
action of council will control them. 

Of so great importance do we believe this work to be that we 
think the commission would be fully justified in undertaking it 
even without request of council, but we cannot conceive that coun- 
cil should hesitate to put itself on record in the matter of giving 


this work the right of way.

FOR THE GOOD OF THE SCHOOLS. 


Patrons of the Atlanta public schools will find their interest 
challenged by a story published in another column in which is set 
forth what seems a feasible plan for the increase of efficiency in 
the city’s educational system. Briefly, it is proposed to substitute 
for the present board of education a chartered board ot education, 
its membership composed of practical educators and perhaps two 
or three business men in sympathy with higher educational stand- 
ards. The board thus constituted would take over from council its 
entire financial stewardship and responsibility as applied to the 
schools. The board, making up its budget at regular intervals 
according to the pressing needs of the system, would be empowered 
to levy a special school tax upon the city’s annual assessments. 
The amount devoted by the municipality to schools would begin 
and end with this special tax levied by the chartered board. It is 
probable that, in the long run, the demand upon the city’s revenues 
would be no heavier than at present. ‘The salient advantage of the 
new system is that the financial management of the schools would 
be removed entirely from politics, its budget not kicked about from 
one interest to the other, but estimated and expended intelligently 
by a body of qualified experts. 

The idea is by no means a fad or innovation. In approximately 
82 per cent of American municipalities it has been exhaustively 
tried out and found to be the solution of the local educational prob- 
lem. The special tax would vary from year to year. Should coun- 
cil deem it advisable, provision could be made in the chartering of 
the board for a maximum levy. At-all events the laving of the 
tax and its expenditure would be surrounded with iron-clad safe- 
guards. The movement has the approval of the Teachers’ Associa- 
tion of the Public Schools of Atlanta, which has made a thorough 
study of the subject here and elsewhere, and also of many of the 
highest officials connected with the system. 

To elaborate the needs this change is projected to meet would 
be to repeat many deficiencies outlined in full in our local story. 
For these deficiencies, no blame attaches to the constituted authori- 
ties. They realize conditions vividly, but are powerless under the 
present cramping financial procedure. In short compass, the 
change suggested would bring that standardization of the system 
in which every parent in the city 1s interested no less than the 
men and women upon whom rest direct responsibility for training 
the Atlantans of tomorrow.

Killian Grant comes as a personal grief. But to Atlanta-at-large

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RUE ACCOUNT ON ANDREWS?’ RAID AND PART 


PLAYED BY “TEXAS” IN HISTORICAL EVENT 
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The “Texas” as she appeared at the time 0 f the famous Andrews Raid fifty years ago.

By Wilbur G. Kurtz. 

In a musty file of that brilliant but 
short-lived Atlanta newspaper, The 
Southern Confederacy, the issue for 
April 12, 1862, was found to contain a 
Western and Atlantic time card that 
has since become historic. That this 
most prosaic array names and fig- 
ures could attain to anything of note, 
must be regarded as unique and wholly 
without parallel in railroad history, yet 
such its the case, and all because, 
stranger still to relate, certain trains 
failed to hold their schedule! This 
sounds like jesting; one instantly 
thinks of tons of railroad folders con- 
temptuously discarded and consigned to 
oblivion when train and schedule are 
at variance. 

‘There was every probability that the 
express freight, mail and passenger 
train. due to leave Atlanta at 4 a. m., 
would have reached Chattanooga at 
3:40 p. m. on this given day. A heavy 
road, a wash out, or a failure to meet 
up properly with a southbound train 
might have caused an hour's delay, but 
no passenger foresaw the 
calamity of having locomotive, tender 
and a section of the train taken bodily, 
as it were, before his very eyes and 
whirled northward, leaving him ma- 
rooned at a mere way-station to be 
sélaced with the comforts of a drench- 
ing rain. 

The innocent passenger, could he have 
read the paper that day prior to tak- 
ing his train, would not have dreamed 
that the capture of a town 225 miles 
away could interfere with his trip. For 
be it. known that the musty, yellow 
pages of the aforesaid newspaper, un- 
der the same date, reveal some dis- 
patches telling of an event most inti- 
mately connected with the derelict 
train—that of the capture of Hunts- 
ville Ala, by the federal General 
Mitchel. These messages were sent 
from Stevenson, Ala, and Chattanooga, 
and bear date of April 11. Had the in- 
vestiture of Huntsville and the affair 
of the captured locomotive fallen upon 
the same day as planned, history 
would write a different chapter here. 
This discrepancy in dates involves the 
singular and tragic failure of the An- 
drews raid. 

Brief Review of Events. 

A review of the events of that 
stirring day is most opportune at this 
moment of the semi-centenary. 

When General Buell and his army 
marched westward from Nashville to 
goin Grant's forces at Shiloh, he left an 
army of occupation in middle Tennes- 
see, commanded by General O. M. 
Mitchel. Not being content with mere 
eccupation, the astronomer-general im- 
mediately inaugurated an aggressive 
campaign. Moving southward, he en-

Chattanooga was conceived.

Permission was given him to conduct a 
party of volunteers to some point on 
the Western and Atlantic railroad (the 
State road) in Georgia, where he was 
to seize a locomotive, and, steaming 
northward, burn the bridges and de- 
stroy the track behind him. At that 
time this was the only road between 
Chattanooga and Atlanta; its destruc- 
tion would cut off all supplies from 
the south long enough to. permit 
Mitchel to invest the mountain city 
and hold it for reinforcements. Be- 
cause of frequent trips within the con- 
federate lines, Andrews was famillar 
with all the details of the road, and 
insure the proper handling of the 
locomotive, he included in the party 
competent engineers. 

Simultaneous with the raid, Mitchel’s 
division would capture Huntsville, Ala., 
on the Memphis and Charleston rail- 
road, where the sighal to advance east- 
ward from this point would be the 
arrival of the victorious Andrews par- 
ty with the report that the only road 
to the south of Chattanooga was in 
ruins! 

The date set for this conjoined move 
was April 11 Marietta, Ga., 20 miles 
north of Atlanta, was the point selected 
from which the return trip would be 
made. Here the raiders planned to 
epend the night of April 10, and on the 
next day board the morning train north, 
and when the breakfast station at Big 
Shanty should be reached, seize the 
locomotive. 

Raiders Were Hampered. 

But the raiders were so hampered by 
the heavy rains while traveling over- 
land from Shelby ville to Chattanooga 
that Andrews decided to postpone the 
raid one day, reasoning that if his 
small party were so delayed, Mitchel’s 
division would experience the same dif- 
ficulty. So the initial mistake, fraught 
with dire calamity, was made when the 
citizen-raider, influenced by weather 
conditions and having,an improper con- 
cept of Mitchel’s capabilities, took Iib- 
with the plans and delayed a 
day. Not until the night of April 11 
did the party, twenty-two In number, 
find themselves in Marietta. 

The next morning twenty of them, 
including Andrews, boarded Con- 
ductor William A. Fuller’s train that 
left Atlanta for Chattanooga at 4 
o'clock. Two of the party failed to 
make this train. Disguised as citizens 
and holding tickets to various points 
along the line, they excited no suspi- 
cion in the mind of the alert conduc- 
tor,

But the game was lost, the fire re- 
fused to work its destruction, largely 
because of the drizzling rain and 
dampness that had marred any pre- 
vious attempts during the course of 
their run. 

The failure of and water

The neighborhood was alarmed, 
and within two weeks the entire par- 
ty of twenty-two men were in prison 
at Chattanooga—most of them being 
taken that day and the next. Mitchel 
made some show of advancing on Chat- 
tanooga without his expected knowl- 
edge of the raid’s outcome, but he was 
forced to retire, and the town was 
not captured until September, 1863. 

Are Sentenced to Hang. 

Andrews, tried as a spy at Chatta- 
nooga, and seven of his men, tried on 
similar charges at Knoxville, were 
sentenced to hang. The leader was 
executed in Atlanta, June 7, 1862, at a 
place where now stands the Georgian 
Terrace hotel, on Peachtree and Ponce 
de Leon avenue. The seven men were 
taken from the old county jail that 
stood at Fair and Fraser streets, and 
hanged near Oakland cemetery on 
ground now owned by the street rall- 
way company, corner of Fair and Park 
avenue. 

Military events delayed further 
trials, and on October 16 the rest of 
the party broke jail In broad daylight, 
and elght succeeded in reaching the 
union lines. The other six were ex- 
changed from Richmond in March, 
1863. 

There were four locomotives intli- 
mately concerned in this episode: The 
“General,” the ‘Texas,’ the “William 
R. Smith,” andthe “Yonah.” Railroad- 
though a recogniged factor, was 
not altogwether out of the ploneer stage 
at the war period, The queer wheeled 
engines were not so common then as 
now, and their puffing, wheezing im- 
portance was enhanced by a prodigal- 
itv of glittering metal and brilliant 
colors.

The raiders 
had left the place but a few minutes

Four or five miles north of Kingston 
the “Smith” was forced to give over 
the chase on account of a missing por- 
tion of the track. Mr. Fuller ahd Mr. 
Murphy ran on, leaving the Rome road 
engine and its crowd, and a few miles 
ahead they met the ‘Texas,’ with a 
train of freight cars, Peter Bracken, 
late of Macon, Ga., engineer. Bracken 
stopped his train and at the behest of 
the two pursuers, backed t6 Adairs- 
ville, where the cars were placed on 
a siding. Then running backward, the 
chase was resumed. Thig was the last 
locomotive used by the ursuers. 
Aboard it were Conductor Willlam A. 
Fuller, Anthony Murphy, Peter Brack- 
en, Henry Harvey (fireman), Alonzo 
Martin and Fleming Cox. At Calhoun 
another member was added to this 
party—a lad of 17 years.

We have authority for the statement 
that while several thougand pounds 
of the original locomotive are there, 
the ravages of an utilitarian -svstem 
have stricken from her a vast dea] of 
her war-time charactér. To mention 
but a few things, the smokestack of 
the present was substituted for the 
wide-spreading stack of, wood-burning 
days. The headlight is gone—gone to 
a limbo where it doubtless Keeps 
company with the pilot, the sand and 
whistle domes and the tender. 

It may be suggested that since a 
vast deal of the original ‘“‘Texas” has 
gone the way of the scrapheap, there 
would be no virtue in any replacing 
of parts, since nothing of the original 
and missing portions could be secured. 
But this would mean -that we per- 
petuate the anachronisms of modern 
locomotive practice along with sub- 
stantial and valid pieces of the origi- 
nal. Rather let us discard the parts 
that made it a serviceable coal burrfet 
of the seventies and elghties and re- 
place them with semblancés—yea, re- 
productfons of those pieces that Braé+ 
ed it in the days of her glory. Why 
burnish up a scrap heap and memo- 
rialize a thing that looks now, every 
inch of it, like a modern switch-en- 
Kine in its last stages? 

Was, not our locomotive the last, 
grand*agency in foiling the raiding 
Andrews? Why should the old war- 
horse that carried the Georgia men to 
victory be denied a fitting and dig- 
nified estate, when the captured and 
beaten “General” is held up to the 
eyes of the world as the memento of 
the raid? Has Georgia no sentiment 
left? Does Atlanta think that the 
rest of the south and the north for- 
get her part in the great struggle? 
Other cities are not remiss in memo- 
rializing the stormy days - of fifty 
years ago. 

To readers of events of that period, 
Atlanta "Was a picturesque war center. 
Here was the key to the “grand 
strategy of the war;" northern folks 
couple its name with the brilliant 
campaign of the “march to the sea,” 
and southerners, with the gallant de- 
fense of its principal railroad by 
Georgia's sons——together with the 
desperate struggle of those July days 
about its environs and its ghastly 
aspect, after the devastating evacua- 
tion of Sherman's legions. 

Now Atlanta proposes to perpetuate 
the memory of this most daring ad- 
venture in railroad and military his- 
tory by installing the old locomotive 
“Texas’’ in a museum. The question 
of paramount importance regarding 
the matter is, are we going to let it 
go into the new Cyclorama building 
as it stands now? 

Do we want it to be an example 
of how much destruction can be done 
by rain water, heat, cold, dirt, neglect, 
“‘rebuilders” and souvenir hunters? Or 
do we intend to preserve it as a me- 
mortal to the brave men who prevent- 
ed the destruction of a railroad? 
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If 
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the locomotive ‘‘Texas” 
monument intended—a 
to the confederate veterans who 
her in thwarting a most daring raid 
upon southern communications, it is 
manifestly absurd to place her as she 
is in the new bullding and with 
legend-bearing tablets announce to the 
world that here is the hero of the 
raid. Her present disguise would 
scarcely make the declaration con- 
vincing.

Gardens are of three kinds— 
formal or Italian gardens, infor- 
mal or American gardens and 
vegetable gardens. 
The American or informal gar- 
den is the hardest to make. The 
first step is to sketch the outlines

roughly with an art instrument 
known technically as a_ spade. 
The easiest way to use it 1s to 
attach it to an agricultural labor- 
saving device known as a Ginny. 

The Ginny will not work au- 
tomatically, but will require close 
watching and continuous accele- 
ration. 

During the course of this pre- 
paratory sketching, the naturer 
will establish the truth of the 
geological claim that the earth is 


only a thin rind. The rind is 


from one inch to one foot deep. 
Under it is a compact layer of 
minerals horticulturally known 
as bowlders. 

If the naturer has no Ginny at- 
tachment, he should bear in mind 
firmly that these bowlders were 
placed in position by an all-wise 
providence and that any interfer- 
ence with them may disturb the 
well-known and justly celebrated 
Balance of Nature. If, however, 
the Ginny attachment is at hand, 
the bowlders should be removed 
and piled in the most prominent 
part of the garden. 

This pile then becomes known 
as arockery. The rockery is one 
of the most beautiful and natu- 
ralistic features of every suburb- 
an garden. It is more artistic 
than wild rocks, which are jag- 
ged and irregular. A well-made 
suburban rockery does not look 
wild, but perfectly tame. 

When the outlines are thus 
sketched, the naturer goes over 
the garden with another instru- 
ment known as a hoe, and taps 
all the clumps of earth continu- 
ously till they break into tiny 
fragments. This is probably: the 
most passionately intoxicating 
part of gardening, and persons 
who are disposed to form habits 
easily shoutd be extremely cau- 
tions not to let the habit of hoe- 
ing get a hold on them. 

Hoeing may be continued in- 
definitely, but the average sub-

“First turn the garden over.” 
This, however, does not convey 
the proper meaning to them. 
They hurry into the garden, seize 
tt by one end and trv to turn it 
over by main strength.

Every plant is provided with 
a complete outfit of bugs. They 
are perfectly hardy and require 
practically no care. 

The vegetable garden, like the 
flower garden, is made out of 
seeds. It is scientifically esti- 
mated that out of one thousand 
vegetable seeds only one _ hun- 
dred prout. The paper packages 
contain the other nine hundred. 

The naturer’s most important 
task in making the vegetable gar- 
den is to discourage his wife’s 
desire to dig up the seeds each 
day to see if they are doing any- 
thing. 

The vegetable garden must be 
spaded, hoed, raked, - sprinkled, 
sprayed and powdered each day 
and should be hand-picked for 
unnecessary bugs every even- 
ing. This is known as intensive 
gardening, and some naturers 
have been known to carry it to 
such a degree that the neighbors 
wear cotton in their ears through- 
out the vegetable season. 

By June a small patch thus 
treated will be covered with a 
a profusion of vegetables too in- 
credible for belief, while the in- 
formal or flower garden should 
be one vast glory of roses rang- 
ing from American Beauty to 
shad roses, pinks, hay, black- 
eyed Susans, red-headed Susans, 
silos, morning glories, snow 
balls, moth balls and in the back- 
ground the luxuriant masses of 
hydrangea and _ hydrophobia 
grandiflora. 

The formal or Italian garden 
is easier to make than the infor- 
mal garden. The first step is to 
remove the house. This must be 
done in order to give scope to 
the vista. A well-made scope is 
absolutely essential to the vista 
in every good Italian garden. In- 
deed few gardening periodicals 


can print a single article with- 
out it. 

The formal garden must then 
be laid out so as to have a long 
perspective. The perspective is 
easily found with a_ piece of 
string. Some formal gardeners 
lay the garden out with a rake, 
but any other heavy weapon will 
do if applied with sufficient 
force. 

While the garden is still laid 
out, fasten the scope and the 
vista together with stout. cord 
and place them in position. Now 
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fasten the perspective firmly te 
the tail end of the garden. 

Your formal garden will then 
be practically finished with the 
exception of some trifling work 
that can be done in odd moments, 
It will require merely three of 
four marble terraces and a few 
hundred Lombardy or Skin-tight 
poplars. If the size of your sub- 
urban lot permits, a mountain 
should be adjusted in the back- 
ground.

They’ve f’rgotten 
we're outside. We'll make a noise, an’ whin they 
say, ‘ Ar-re they goin’ to haul me out? we'll yell, 
‘Judge, put ye’er head out tv th’ window. There 
ar-re people out here. That’s it—people, not law- 
We don’t objick to ye’er makin’ laws, but 
don’t make thim on’y f’r lawyers. Cut out a few 
pattherns that will fit us, too. We don’t want 
manny, but we'd like a few simple wans that we 
can wear to keep off th’ cold. An’ if ye haven't 
time f’r annything excipt a harness that we ar-re 
not iddycated enough to put on, f’r hivens sake let 
us make some laws f’r oursilves that plazes our 
low tastes.

Sir Arthur Sullivan, who sut,- 
plied its delightful music, was also 
comparatively unKnown to fame then, 
as his reputation wus confined within 
the limits of the church of which he 
Was the organist. although he and his 
clever coliabuorator had already given 
“The Sorcerer” to the stage, which 
was their first writing, “Pinafore” be- 
ing their second. 

It is possible that no other musica! 
work within memory has ever been 
presented with a cast of principals 
approaching in individual prominence 
that which will be seen in this revival 
which includes DeWolf Hopper, Eu- 
gene Cowles, Viola Gillette, George 
MacFarlane, Arthur Aldridge, Richard 
Temple, Josephine Dunfee and Elda 
Furry.

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London, April 13.—(Special.)—The 
Lenten season is not yet in swing in 
London. The King and queen spent the 
Easter holidays at York cottage and 
will remain there until next week. 
With the exception of the Prince of 
Wales, the royal children are with 
them. 

Until the royal party returns to Lon- 
don there will not be much social ac- 
tivity. 

A goodly portion of the high peerage, 
particularly the real old families, are 
in more or less mourning for the 
death of her grace, the Duchess of 
Buccleuch. The Scotts and Hamiltons 
are among the most widely Known and 
connected families in the peerage and 
the late duchess was personally very 
popular. She was in her 76th year. 
She was a great hostess and remark- 
ably exclusive in her entertainrents 
at Montague house, Whitehall. These 
entertainments had not been very nu- 
merous since the marriages of her two 
daughters, Lady Hampden and Lady 
Constance Cairns, but in years past 
they were frequent and carried out in 
a princely fashion. The duchess was 
mistress of the robes to Queen Vic- 
toria for many years. and acted in 
the same capacity to Queen Alexan- 
dra throughout the reign of the late 
king. Some few years ago she desired 
to resign this important post, but 
Queen Alexandra prevailed on her to 
continue. 

The duchess, as Lady Louisa Hamii- 
ton, married the Duke of Buccleuch, 
then Lord Dalkeith—in 1859 and had 
a large family. The dukKe and duchess 
celebrated their golden wedding in No- 
vember. 1909. The duke, who was 80 
vears of age on September 9 last, is 
the holder of fifteen titles in the Brit- 
ish peerage and is one of the greatest

Could the burglar have entered by the open win- 
dow? He measures the photograph. No. The sill 
is too far from the ground. 

Could he have been seen, assuming that he entered 
by the rear door? Possibly. Note in a memorandum 
book: Ask the tenants in the adjacent house if they 
noticed anybody prowling about. 

How big is the chimney? Two and « half feet 
Square, according to the measured prvtograph—big 
enough for a slender man to slip through. Note in 
the memorandum book: Look for sooty footprints 
and smudged wallpaper to-morrow. 

50 a hundred questions can be answered from a 
careful examination of a good plan and a good pho- 
tograph. How the famous Bertillon, of Paris, used such 
a photograph and plan to unravel the mystery of a 
shooting in the Hotel Quai d'Orsay is told in Case C, 
on this page. 

Next comes the minute inspection of every object in 
the looted room or the room of the murder. A hand- 
Kerchief is picked up. The police toss it aside. Why 
keep that? Dozens like it can be found at any second- 
rate haberdasher's. The scientific thief catcher knows 
better. In that handkerchief may be hidden the whole 
personality of the quarry, He pounces upon it lke a 
botanist on a new plant He takes it to his labora- 
tory, analyzes every spot in the fabric carefully by 
approved chemical methods, and finds that they con- 
sist largely of brickdust. Immediately the chase nar- 
rows down to a man who either works in a brickyard 
or who handles bricks. There may be other evidence 
which, when this one important point has been estab- 
lished, will point directly at the criminal. At any 
rate the hunt is narrowed from consideration of thou- 
sands of persons to a few! 

Nothing is trifling to the criminologist. A thief 
forcing his way through a panel he had broken out 
left a few threads of his coat in the splinters—and 
these fixed the crime upon him. It is a matter of 
course that all imprints of feet or fingers are carefully 
looked for and preserved, either in drawings or photo 
graphs, where possible. 

The print of a boot heel in soft earth will show the 
position and contour of every nailhead. That impres- 
sion, compared with the Bertillon collection of nails, 
will tell much. It will tell, for instance, whether the 
boot was made in France, Italy, Germany, Switzerland 
or America; whether it was worn by a laborer or a 
man of higher social standing. Certain sizes and 
shapes of nails are used only in certain types of boots 
and shoes. The number of nails that leave their im- 
pression is also significant; for some cobblers and fac- 
tories always use a fixed number of nails and arrange 
‘hem in a definite pattern. 

Incredible as it mtay seem, Lacassagne, a famous 
French student of crime, claims that he can tell from 
a footprint whether a man is afflicted with consump- 
tion, typhoid, nervousness and other diseases; but the 
incredible becomes credible when he explains that ill- 
ness affects a man’s gait as well as his physiognomy 

Beside the body of a man murdered in Frankfort, 
Germany, a long knife was found. The police thought 
nothing of it, because it had been taken from the mur- 
dered man’s kitchen. Dr. Popp, a scientific criminolo- 
Zist who was asked to study the crime, inspected it 
minutely. Near the handle, where the knife had not 
entered the body, were streaks, as though the edge 
had been tested with thumb and forefinger. 

“That's a butcher’s trick,” reasoned Popp. A 
butcher proved to be the guilty man! This case, one 
of the most remarkable in the annals of criminology, 
is fully detailed on another part of this page as 
Case B. 

Again, a burglar and murderer left behind some 
melted candle grease. Professor Reiss, of Lausanne, 
constructed from it the identity of the murderer. How 
he did this is set forth in Case A.

d on companying chart. In studying one of the photographs 
s0ms. —the one under his magnifying glass shown on this 
oman page—the criminologist noticed two odd marks upon 
the bed clothes thrown over the foot of the bed. The 
over coverings were of quilted silk, very soft and taking an 
‘RE impression as well as a pillow. 
What Bertillon saw was this: 


First, the clear imprint of a clutching right hand. 
Facing this imprint was the maftk of another clutching 
hand, and above it a slight tear of the silk. 

The photograph was thrown upon a screen and the 
hand prints measured. The measurements were com- 
pared with the hands of Jeanne and the two cousins. 
One fitted her right hand; the other that of Robert. 


“Both men have lied,” said Bertillon. “This is what 
happened. During the altercation one of the cousins 
dropped the pistol. It fell upon the bed coverings trail- 
ing on the floor. Jeanne was either on her knees pray- 
ing the two to cease their quarrelling or else she 
dropped upon her knees to snatch away the pistol. 
More likely the former. At ady rate, she tried to snatch 
away the pistol. At the same time Robert reached 
dowr. to grasp it. Victor was too quick for either. This 
is plain from the evidences of force which the two 
hands of Jeanne and Robert left on the covering. 


“Victor got the pistol first. Victor wore upon the 
second finger of his right hand a curious old ring in 
which was set a ruby. The settings were in the shape 
of a star. In examining this ring we found one of the 
points of the star bent outward. His action in snatch- 
ing the pistol was immensely rapid. As he faised it 
he must quickly have slipped the second or trigger 
finger into position under the trigger. That would be 
his habit as a soldier under the influence of real or 
fancied danger. It is what we call an occupational 
habit action. What follows? As he raises it the de 
fective setting catches in the quilt, ripping it. The 
secondary effect of this is to jerk his finger violently. 
The pistol was on practically a ‘hair trigger.’ It ex- 
ploded, and the bullet struck Jeanne before she had 
a chance to rise.”

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tered scores of squalid and ramshackle build- 

ings whose inmates batten off sailors. Lodging 
houses, saloons, eating places, dance halls and dives 
shoulder each other along the narrow streets. 

Among these denizens of the docks was Marie 
Pallot, a woman from Marseilles, buxom, dark, about 
thirty-five, who lived alone in a two-story house reg- 
istered as No, 8 Passage des Mathurins. Marie Pallot 
took in an occasional lodger and was suspected by the 
police of carrying on an illicit trade in foreign tobacco 
and spirits. She was thought by her neighbors to 
have saved a considerable sum of money. 

She hai fitted her house with bolts and locks on 
all windows and doors, was never out after darkness, 
and when she was away during the day the place was 
always guarded by an old soldier named Pierre Vadol. 
Vadol never stayed after nightfall. These circum- 
stances lent color to the rumors of her wealth. 

Still another habit of Marie Pallot was, when alone 
at night, to drink many little glasses of brandy. 

On the night of October 1.41909, a gendarme pass 
ing No. 8 Passage des Mathurins tried the front door. 
To his surprise it swung open under his hand ‘He 
entered. Going back into the middie ro%m his electric 
torch showed him the figure of Marie Pailot, head and 
arme resting on the table, 

The gendarme touched her head and drew away 
his band covered with blood. By the light of the 
torcl”he saw that Marie Pallot was dead. The back 
of her head had been crushed in. She had been dead 
perhaps an hour. 

Professor Reiss was immediately called. The lock 
of the front door had been forced. It was at once es- 
tablished that the murderer had not been expected by 
Marie Pallot, but had broken into her house, The 
scratches on the door were minutely measured. Foot- 
print evidence was lacking, but upon a splinter the 
wood was blood, showing that the murderer had cut 
bis hand while getting in. There were blood drops in 
the passageway and in the room where the woman lay. 

Photographs were taken of the room. Examination 
of the woman showed that she had been killed by a 
blow from a slungshot while she was lying asleep 
drunk with brandy. 

“It is important, Professor Reiss, that we appre 
hend the murderer of this woman at once and without 
mistake,” said the Chief of Police nervously. “Once 
let crime go undetected or not swiftly punished In this 
quarter and we will have an epidemic of it.” 

Professor Reiss studied for a few minutes more 
some objects he had picked up during his investl- 
gations. 

“Do you know the name of the last ship to enter 
this port from Sicily?” he asked.

found Jules Decasse, a retired shopkeeper,

Decasse had been killed with a heavy 
butcher knife, almost a cleaver in size. A charwoman 
was upstairs at the time, but she had heard no one 
with Decasse nor had she knowledge of any one hav- 
ing entered the house. She identified the knife found 
as one belonging to the murdered man. 

The police found nothing in their first examination 
to point to the assassin. Dr. Lacassagne, the famous 
criminologist, was sent for by M. Lepine, the Paris 
Chief of Police. 

“All that we have as evidence is this knife,” said 
Lepine. “Unfortvnately, it is one of Decasse’s and 30 
gives us no clue jo yerd his murderer.” 

Dr. Lacassagne went through the usual procedure 
of photography and then began his med inthe i the

Next the criminologist began a minute analysis of 
the cuts which had caused death. From them he 
turned to a microscopic examination of the knife. 

“M. Lepine,” he said, “let your men seck for a 
butcher who wears a pair of heavy shoes made by 
Oberheimer, of Berlin. A butcher committed this mur- 
der. His right arm is exactly 31 inches from shoulder 
to palm, and he is five feet ten inches in height!” 

M. Lepine gave his orders and the hunt for the 

utcher began. 

: “Now,” ‘aia Dr. Lacassagne, “let us begin with this 
knife. It is certainly M. Decasse’s. You will see 
here where the man had it upon his wall. The mur- 
derer reached up for it and in doing so overturned 
this flower pot. Here he left his first bit of evidence 
in the footprint. 

“Now, you will see that the blade of the knife was 
used not to stab or to cut, but in the same way that a 
cleaver is used—to chop. The blood marks come 
within three inches of the top. Now look at the upper 
part of the blade where it joins the handle. You will 
observe curious parallel streaks there. 

“Looking at these streaks under the microscope you

be stupefied, made his entrance, killed her for fear she 
would awaken before he had secured her money, broke 
open the closet and made his escape. He will have in 
his pocket the stump of a candle. from the bottom of 
which the wick slightly protrudes.” 

The Chief of Police called some of his men. “See 
whether such a man came in on the Donna Maria,” he 
ordered. “If not search among the other ships which 
have touched recently at Sicilian ports. When you 
find this man arrest bim for the murder of Marie 
Pallot.” 

The men went out. 

“This,” said Professor Reiss. “Is the evidence that 


fixes the individuality of the murderer. 

“First, it was plain that the intruder had cut his 
hand on the door as he entered. The drops of blood 
on the floor of the hall in their relation to the foot- 
steps showed that it was the left hand that had been 
cut. 

“Now the hand cut would be the one naturally used 
in breaking open the door. I got my first impression 
that the murderer was left handed from this. But in 
examining the drops of blood I also found drippings of 
a eandle. These drippings were on the right side of 
the footprints. This gave me my first corroborative 
evidence that we must find a left handed man. The 
murderer had approached the inner room cautiously, 
holding a lighted candle in his right hand”—— 

“I do not follow,” said the Chief of Police. “If he 
carried the candle in his right hand, how is that corrob- 
orative evidence that he was left handed?” 

“Have you forgotten how the woman was killed?” 
asked Professor Reiss. “‘The murderer used a slung- 
shot. Which of the two things, candle or slungshot, 
did he feel tha€é he might have the most instant need 
for; which was to him the most important? The sglung- 
shot, of course. Psychological tests have proven that 
in the presence of a dominant emotion a right handed 
man will invarlably use the right hand for the further- 
ance of whatever aim has caused that emotion, and a 
left handed man will use the left hand, The criminal 
came here to rob. That was his dominant idea. . He 
was fully determined to kill if necessary to accom- 
plish the robbery. The idea of killing, .the means 
toward the robbery, at once becomes equal in strength 
to the idea of robbery. The means of killing becomes 
of first importance; the idea of light, the candle, is 
secondary. it is but the assisting factor to the doml- 
nant means to accomplish the end. 

“See this man, creeping through the hall toward 
the room where he knows is the woman. He does not 
know that she is asleep, does not know that she will 
not suddenly emerge and give the alarm. And so he 
slinks on, slungshot in his left hand, the hand that 
more quickly obeys his will, ready to leap and strike 
her down instantly. 

“If he had carried the candle in his left hand then 
I should have thought that the cutting of that hand 
at the door was a peculiar happening to be studied 
later. 

“When I examined the floor of the inner room I 
found certainly that he was left handed. After he had 
struck his blow, he had not lighted the lamp. He had 
still used his candle. I studied the position of these 
drippings in their relation to the position of the mur- 
derer when kneeling at the cupboard. This showed 
that he had set the candle at his left hand. If he had 
been right handed he would have set it at his right 
hand. But again, there were the drops of blood in the 


will see that they have been made made by fingers 
being run along the edge. 

“This is a butcher’s trick. Every butcher invari- 
ably does this to test the sharpness of his instrument 
before he begins to cut or chop meat, 

“My first deduction points to a butcher then! I 
begin to reconstruct. I see the murderer reaching 
down the knife. He is bent upon killing and every 
thought is diretted toward that end. The moment the 
knife is in his hand it suggests to him his occupation; 
in fact it is, as you see, a butcher’s tool. Uncon 
sciously he performs the occupational habit action. 
He runs thumb and forefinger down the blade to see 
whether it is sharp.__He could no more stop this habit 
action under the force of the double suggestion of 
using the knife and handling it than he could, when 
talking about something else, tie up packages in any 
other way than he is used to tying them, 

“Very well. I conclude that here is valid evidence 
that he is a butcher. I go further. You will see that 
there are blood stains on the handle of the knife. 
Look at them azain under the microscope. You will 
see plainly that this mark was made by a right hand 
and this by a left hand. The knife cou'd not be effec- 
tively held in both hands at once. We must admit, 
then. that some blows were dealt when it was being 
held by a right hand and some when it was being held 
by a left band. This is unusual. It either means that 
there were two men who killed Decasse—one a right- 
handed man, one a left-handed-—or else it means that 
the murderer could change hands and deal effective 
blows with either hand indiscriminately. 

‘Very well. Let us look at the wounds. The first 
is across the shoulder. It must have been dealt by 
gome one standing in front of Decaase, and it could 
only have been made by a right-hand blow. The 
depth of the cut, its ;usition, its direction all shdéw 
that. But here is another wound across the face. 
The knife has cut down the left side, over the mouth, 
severing with the flesh part of the mustache. From 
the shape and direction of the cut we argue that this 
was probably a left-hand blow, There is no possible 
position in which a man could stand and deal it with 
the right hand. 

“Let us run over the classes of men who habitually 
use both hands in their work. The first that suggests 
itself again is the butcher, In using a cleaver to chop 
meat the butcher repeatedly changes from hand to 


cupboard. We know that these came from a wound 
on the left hand, And so again we have the naturally 
strongest member being used again in the moment of 
the fulfilment of the dominant idea. 

“The murderer was positively proven to be left 
handed! 

“Now you saw me examine the stearine, the candle 
drippings, by microscope. I found that this candle was 
not French made. It is a candle made only in Sicily. 
I recognized it at once. The same kind forms part of 
the candle exhibits in the Bertillon gallery, where the 


candles from all parts of the world are displayed for 
our comparison. But who would use a Sicilian candle? 
Candles are cheap, No one would import them. No 
one would bring them in in large quantities. A man 
of this kind probably uses only candle light. 

“And this all points to a Sicilian who has recently 
entered Havre as the culprit. He could not have been 
here long or he would have used up his native lHghts.

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The Culebra cut is at the lowest 
pass of the Andes, those mighty moun- 
tains which in South America rise 
more than four mites above the sea, 
but bow down humbly as they reach 
the isthmus on their way north 
join hands with the Rockies. 
here at Panama the mountains are on 
the average only about one-third of a 
mile high, and at Culebra the tallest 
peak, Known as Gold Hill, is 500 feet 
above the sea. The lowest pass is 
only 300 feet, and we have cut this 
down so that ships can sail through it 
and the surface of the canal waters be 
only eighty-five feet abvoe the level of 
the two oceans. 

Through the Cut on Foot. 


We shall start for our trip about 
nine mileg from the Pacific right un- 
der the mighty lock of Pedro Miguel, 
into which the steamers will come 
when they have passed through the 
cut. This lock is as tall as a three- 
story house, and it will drop the ships 
to the level of the jocks at Miraflores, 
where they have two more gigantic 
drops before they reach the levelof the 
Pacific.

Although this 
cooking box caused considerable com- 
ment at the time, {t was not generally 
adopted until later, when it was put 
to practical test in the German army. 
Progressive German housewives began 
to use it in their households, obtaining 
very satisfactory results, and 
the United States government con- 
ducted a sfries of experiments which 
proved it practicable to the American 
people. 
The advantages of the fireless cooker 
@re innumerable Probably the one ap- 
ealing foremost to the average house- 
eeper is the possibility of reducing the 
fuel ar@j food bills. This is true whether 
gas or coal is used. In fact, it is ex- 
tremely impracticable to use a gas stove 
without the supplementary aid of the 
cooker, as many housekeepers feel that 
they cannot serve inexpensive meats, 
cornbeef, casserole dishes, soup stocks, 
baked beans, etc., while burning gas, 
because of the excess fuel needed to 
cook them, and consequently buy meats 
d@emanding quick cooking (which are 
elways more expensive), beans at the 
bakery, and depend on soup capsules 
for stock at 212 cents percup! By using 
the fireless cooker with persistence and 
thoughtfulness, the gas fuel bills can be 
reduced half, and the food bills one- 
third by purchasing more inexpensive 
food, necessitating longer cookery; 
moreover, the variety of dishes in the 
daily menu will be largely increased, 
and the health of the family will be 
much improved, because the food will 
be more thoroughly cooked, of better 
flavor and consequently more easily dl- 
gested. 
But it is not only economy of food 
materials and fue] that must be empha- 
sized, but of space on the stove—in fact, 
for a smali family or for camp use, a 
range is not necessary, a gas-plate or 
good kerosene stove and a fireless cook- 
er serving the purpose admirably. 
Economy of food materials can be fur- 
ther mentioned in that the fireless cook- 
{ng causes no shrinkage, and conse- 
quently less waste. A roast cooked in 
an ordinary oven shrinks about one- 
third of its original weight; in the fire- 
fess cooker it shrinks approximately 
one-eighth of its weight, that being due 
to the natural cooking out of the juices. 
All flavors are conserved, as the foods 
are cooked in air-tight utensils, and be- 
cause the flavors are saved, all disagree-

It is not 
often realized that every whiff of boil- 
ing soup or meat or vegetables through- 
out the house is just sv flavor 
lost from the food—a distinct waste, 
having the added disagreeable feature 
of scenting the house from attic to cel- 
lar. The saving in utensils ts great, as 
in using the cooker there are no black- 
ened, sticky kettles to wash, therefore, 
all scraping is averted and the utensils 
last longer; this same principle makes 
dish-wushing easier, thereby emphasiz- 
ing economy in time. 

These advantages are particularly ap- 
pealing to women who are progressive 
enough to realize that it is unnecessary 
to spend every minute of the day in 
the kitchen, who enjoy an occasional 
afternoon lecture, a round of calls or 
a quiet stretch of uninterrupted time 
with their sewing or books, Such 
women have learned that the caseerole, 
stew, meatloaf, pudding or brown bread 
for supper, or three or more of these 
dishes at once, can be prepared and 
left in the fireless cooker fur some hours, 
and be of the righr termperature for 
serving when mealtime arrives. For 
such women, for working women and 
for girls living together and preparing 
meals in their rooms, the fireless cook- 
er is a real boon. The cooker can be 
made most attractive in appearance 
and be used in any room not ordinarily 
used for cooking--which is of interest 
to people doing light housekeeping. 

Another great advantage of the 
fireless cooker over the ordinary 
range its absence of continu- 
during the summer 
months. the housekeeper has a 
range, she can Itt the fire out soon 
after breakfast, put her dinner in 
the cooker with a kettle full of bolling 
water in one of the compartmente for 
dish-washing, and carry on the rest of 
the dav’s work at leisure. 

All of this sounds unbelievable, but 
it is true. It has been proved and is 
being used and adapted by thousands 
of housekeepers throughout the coun- 
try. But it means that “persistence.” 
‘courage’ and “ingenuity” have been 
used to the utmost until a working 
knowledge of the cooker is acquired. 
The day of the hastily improvised cook- 
er {is long since past, although it has 
its use and can be readily constructed 
when necessity demands. A barrel or 
large box is frequently used for the 
purpose, being lined compactly with 
hay. he article to be cooked is al- 
lowed to boil for a few minutes, is 
hurriedly slipped into the hay nest, 
covered closely with hay and allowkd 
to simmer until done. This type of 
fireless cooking is rather indefinite, 
slow and satisfactory only for cereals, 
tough meats and soup -stock, which 
need simmering. It is also particularly 
useful In keeping various dishes warm, 
as in picnicking, etc. It is very easy to 
construct a cooker at home which will 
not only simmer and stew, but boll, 
bake and roast as well, will be of con- 
venient height to work at, be properly 
insulated, clean and compact. Various 
shells can be used aa foundations, an 
old army box set on legs is admirable, 
a small. old-fashioned icebox opening 
from the top is excellent, a trunk ful- 
fills the purpose very well, or a pack- 
ing box made of three-fourths or 
seven-eighths inch stock is most satis- 
factory. Such boxes may be purchased 
at any grocery for 15 or 2 cents, 
and in choosing care must be taken to 
procure one having a stout, close-fit- 
ting cover. For a one-compartment 
cooker choose a box from 2 to 2% feet 
long. about 2 feet wide and 2 feet high. 
In making one containing two parts, 
allow 114 feet on the length to allow 
for extra insulation between compart- 
ments and for the extra receptacle. Any 
number of materials can be used for 
insulation, the more common ones be- 
ing hay, shredded paper, excelsior, 
mineral wool, charcoal, sawdust and 
Wool] waste. In the homemade cooker 
sketched in this article, sawdust was 
used for insulation, with cardboard for 
lining, and it was found to give excel- 
lent service 

In constructing a homemade cooker 
like the one illustrated, the followisz 
materials will be needed.

packing in the lining. The most satis- 
factory fastenings seem to be hooks and 
screw eyes, one being used on each 
end and three across the front. In 
making a cooker containing two com- 
partments, it is more satisfactory to 
Saw the cover in two parts, adjusting 
them with separate sets of hinges, as 
otherwise the heat is taken from the 
supplementary compartment in opening 
the first. It will be noticed that the 
dimensions given are unusually high. 
That is done to facilitate ease in using 
it, to prevent, in other words, the back- 
breaking process of unnecessary lift- 
ing and jowering heavy kettles, stones, 
etc. If a commercial fireless cooker is 
used, set it on a bench or table to bring 
it to the proper height and keep it near 
the stove or gas plate, so that it will 
not be necessary to carry the kettles a 
long distan: e. The cooker may be used 
as a seat, a play tabie for the children 
or can retire absolutely from sight be- 
neath the kitchen table.* 

The majority of homemade fireless 
cookers do not possess the stones or 
radiators necessary in carrying on bak- 
ing and roasting. The old-fashioned 
soapstone ‘‘footwarmer’’ can be used; 
in this case, as the stones are usually ob- 
long, an oblong opening must be made 
and an oblong utensil he used for cook- 
ing. For this purpose dinner pails of 
varying sizes can be _ utilized or a 
utensil be made to fit by the tinsmith. 
A soapstone griddle, 12 inches in diam- 
eter. is the ideal radiator, and in place 
of that an iron stove griddle can be 
substituted. 

To prepare the soapstone griddle for 
use, drill a hole through the center and 
insert a small iron staple. The surface 
of the stone should be hollowed around 
the hole, so that the top of the staple 
will be plumb with the upper surface 
of the griddle.

The fireless cooker is quite as useful 
in conserving cold as well as heat. 
Because of this it may be used to 
freeze mousses, parfaits and ices 
frozen without stirring. By doing this 
much ice and time are saved, as it is 
only necessary to pack a one-quart 
mold set in the eight-quart recep- 
tacle once during the four hours. In 
the commercial cooker an ice can be 
freezing and a meat roasting at the 
same time.

The fried cheese sandwiches for Mot 
day’s luncheon may be nrepared in the 
chafing dish at the table if the maid is 
busy with the laundry work. For these, 
cut slices of bread very thin, but do not 


butter. Lay two of these together with 
thin slices of American cheese between 
and saute the sandwich thus made in a 
little butter until a delicate browr. 
Serve verv hot with the salad If lettuce 
is not avatiable forvwthe salad, use in- 
stead any left-over vegetable from Sun- 
day. 

For the rolled flank steak, have the 
butcher trim a flank Or skirt steak and 
with 1. sharp knife score it, repeatedly 
on each side. Make a dressing of 1 — 
of soft breadcrumbs, %& teaspoon eac 
of salt and poultry seasoning, 1 table- 
spoon of chopped onion and % cup of 
melted butter or bacon faty Mix and 
spread on the steak, roll up, tie ofr 
skewer in shape, salt and pepper andl 
dredge with flour. Brown the meat in 
a littie bacon fat, a carefully so 
that it may be seared all over, and put 
in a covered baking pan with a sliced 
onion, a few slices of carrot, a sprig of 
parsicy and 1 cup of boiling water. 
Let bake in a moderate oven 3 or 4 
hours. Remove meat and thicken tho 
gravy with 1 tablespoon flour mixed 
with a little cold water, and add galt 
and pepper to taste. 

The onions may be cooked in @ cas- 
serole with a little butter, salt, pepper 
and boiling water for 1% hours. This 
dish will utilize the oven heat required 
for the meat. 

To make the maple jelly, soak % box 
of gelatin in 1 cup of cold water. 


Bring to a boil 2 cups of water and 1 
cup of Sugar and boil 4 or 5 minutes. 
Add 1 teaspoon of maple flavoring and 
the softened gelatin and remove im- 
mediately from the fire. Strain and pour 
into a mold, 

The bacon for Tuesday's breakfast is 
Spread on a baking pan and run into 


a hot oven until brown and crisp. Drain 
for a minute on brown paper. This 
method of cooking it will be found a 
great improvement over frying. 

The remains of Monday's beef may 
be put through the food chopper, mixed 
With any left-over gravy, put in but- 
tered ramekins. sprinkled with buttered 
crumbs and browned in a hot oven, 

To make veal cutlet a delicious and 
tender dish, salt, pepper and flour it, 
brown on both sides in 2 tablespoons of 
hot fat, put in a casserole, add % an 
onion, sliced, and 1% cups of bolling 
water. Cover and cook in a moderate 
oven for 1 hour. If Hked, the brown 
Sauce may be thickened a little more 
when the meai is ready to serve. 

Purcnase the meat for Wednesday's 

and Thursday's dinners at one time, 
buying a forequarter of lamb and having 
the butclrer cut off the chops.

OF BIRD LIFE 


By KR. J. H, DeLoach, of the State Agri- 
cultural College. 

Very few people have any idea as to 
the bird population of a state. It has 
not occurred to us that such a popula- 
tion is of the greatest value to agri- 
culture, horticulture and gardening 
and in a way essential to the health 
of the people. There are five birds to 
each acre of land in the state of Mas- 
sachusetts, according to the estimate 
of the state ornithologist. In two 
counties of Georgia I have undertaken 
to eStimate the number of birds to 
the acre and after careful considera- 
tion and a liberal allowance have 
found an average of abeut three to the 
acre. 1 am going to estimate for the 
State at large in the present paper 
only two to the acre—a very low esti- 
mate~in fact the lowest I have yet 
seen. This estimate will give us 
total bird population of the state 
about 76,000,000.

on him. But it is stated with authority 
that in the United States insect pests 
reap a harvest every year from our 
economic plant life of $1,000,000,000. 
The National Association of Audubon 
Societies is responsible for this state- 
ment. This means an annual tax of 
$11.10 per capita on every man, woman 
and child in the whole of this country. 
Leave this great army free to multi- 
ply and you will soon havea the entire 
face of the globe covered with insect 
pests, and it »will be impossible to 
make crops.

'USE AND CARE OF 


TREES ARE SHOWN 


By Alfred Akerman, Professor 
Forestry, University of Georgia. 
Trees should be used. If they stand 
in the forest they should be cut and 
turned into lumber when they are big 
enough. They must be cut down and 
Sawed up before they can be used to 
make houses to shelter people from 
the weather. But the forest may live 
on in spite of the removal of the trees; 
because new ones grow up to take the 
Place of the old ones, just as children 
Brow up to take the place of the old 
folks when they in the fullness of time 
pass on. 

If trees stand in a park or along a 
road they are kept for their beauty 
and their shade. These are used with- 
out being cut down. All that one has 
to do is to cut out a few dead limbs 
now and then and let them alone. Some, 
of course, get old and die: and new 
ones should be planted in their places. 
And sometimes they die before they 
are Old, because men tie horses to them 


and the horses bite away the bark and 
disease gets into the places where the 
wood exposed. And sometimes, [ 
am to children cut and 
break them, and as a result they grow 
up diseased and deformed. 

l have the care of a park, 
called Compton Woods. day I 
found a boy climbing up a cherry sap- 
the park. When I asked him 
what he wanted up there, he said that 
he was going to cut the top out because 
he could make a good flipper staff out 
of it. He never had thought that it 
might ruin the shape of the tree to cut 
the top out, and that. since it did net 
belong to him alone, he had no right 
to injure it any.more than he would 
have a right to tear a page out of a 
beok that did not belong to him. 

At another time the bovs cut down 
some little poplars to make whistles 

At still another time they rode down 
nine sapling oaks in a group that [I 
wanted to preserve, to 
cut them out. 

Now, I believe

Into an or 
dinary bath tub she empties two 
pounds of table sait. She pours 
water Into the tub untill it Is two- 
thirde full, and remains in the tub 
for twenty minutes. After this she 
rubs her body briskly dowfi with 
aicohol and retires. 

Like most methods of quick re 
duction this may be criticized as 
temporarily weakening. Therefore 
while I am acquainting you with 
this treatment for obesity I do not 
recommend it to one who must keep 
her strength at its fullest.

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Breeding Mussels to Make Our Own Pearls 


H® Government Fisheries 
Bureau has recently estab 
lished, near Fairport, lowa, 

a station for hatching and rearing 
pearly mussels. 

It is expected by this means to 
preserve the pearl button industry 
in this country, which at the pres 
ent time is threatened with extinc- 
tion, owing to the reckless destruc- 
tion of the natural beds of pearly 
mussels in the Mississippi and 
various of its tributaries. The in- 
dustry in question is worth $5,000,- 
000 a year. 

What should we do without pearl 
buttons? The answer is that we 
could. hardly get along without 
them; but, if the business of man- 
ufacturing them were brought to a 
stop in the United States by the ex- 
termination of the mussels from 
which the raw material is obtained, 
we should doubtless import our 
pearl buttons.from abroad. 

The pearis obtained from such 
mussels are by all odds the most 
beautiful known, running through a 
great variety of hues, from copper 
colored to galmon and from rose 
pink to sky blue and silvery white. 
To obtain them, within recent 
times, the mussel beds have been 
ruthlessly attacked, thousands of 


the bivalves being destroyed in 
order t» secure one that might con- 
tain a gem. 

Under the circumstances, the only 


possible remedy is to breed the 
mussels artificialiy and plant them 
in the streams, in order that new 
beas may be created-—-to be pro- 
tected thereafter by State laws 
This is the task undertaken by the 
Fisheries Bureau at Fairport, where 
the most important part of the 
plant consists of an elaborate 
system of specially constructed 
ponds. 

An important part of the business 
consists in ‘tatching and rearing 
small fishes, such as suntish. For 
without fishes there can be no pear- 
ly mussels. The .aby mussel] de 
mands a nurse, and this office can 
be fille® only by a fish. It is so 
under natural conditions, and the 
same idea must be followed out in 
attempting the artificial propaga- 
tion of the bivalves. 

The eggs of the mother mussel 
are hatched in t.e “brood pouches” 
of her gills. Later on, Bhe throws 
the young out into the water, neat- 
ly enclosed in a few small triangu- 
lar packets of pearl. These pack- 
ets break up, presently, and the 
young swim about in the water. At 
spawning time the water in the 
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neighborhood of a mussel bed is full 
of infant mussels. 

What all of them are looking for 
as they swim about is a chance to 
“hitch on” to some passing fish. It 
is a matter of life or death to them, 
for if they fail in this object they 
perish. By means of two little 
hooks like an ice tongs, they grab 
the gills or fins of the fish—the 
latter sometimes becoming literally 
loaded down with the little chaps, 

The iritation due to their pres 
ence causes the fish to cover them 
up with a growth of tissu2, thus 
protecting them. They spend about 
seventy days in this condition, and 
then, having assumed their adult 


form, though still very tiny, drop 


off and sink to the bottom, where 
ever they may happen to find them. 
selves. Such is the method by 
which the distribution of thelr 
species is accomplished. 

The mussel pearls, as_ recently 
discovered by science, are produced 
by a small worm, which bores into 
the flesh of the bivalve. The latter, 
to protect itself from this enemy, 
envelops it in a series of layers of 
pearl stuff, thus forming what we 
call a pearl. But the worm is in 
cidently a parasite of the musk 
rat. A musk rat eats an infested 
mussel, the worm develops, and 
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lays its eggs in the intestines of the 
little mammal, and later on the 
eg2s. washed into the water, are 
hatched, producing the worms, that 
in turn, attack other mussels, thus 
completing tho life cycle. 

Without the musk rat there could 
be no pearls. Whence it appears 
that three animals are required to

Good results are some 
times secured by adding a little in 
digo to the water. This aids in 
making the hair look darker. 

S. R. W. makes this inquiry: 

“Will von kindly tell me how 
much ar: c¢ one is supposed toe 
take each time in order to whiten 
the skin—also how often one may 
take it without injuring the health, 
and will it really whiten a nat- 
urally dark complexion?” 

There is no doubt as to the whit- 
ening power of arsenic. I believe 
even the sadly conflicting medical 
profession practically agrees upon 
that. So deadly a drug !s likely to 
whiten the skin until its whiteness 
shows beneath the eglass of a cas- 
ket cover. I do not advise it in any 
quantities, and I beg you to take 
none without a heart to heart talk 
with a reliable physician on the 
subject. When you have finished 
the consultation you will probably 
not want to take that means to 
whiten the skin. 

Living regularly. with nourishing 
food and plenty of sleep and keep- 
Ing the skin cleansed with cold 
creams and warm water and mild 
soap should make the skin as white 
as the color scheme nature gave 
you demards. But if you wish to 
go further than that a few drops of 
ammonia, of lemon juice or perox- 
Ide In the water should whiten the 
skin.

very simply. The olq@ Creole, although 
she uses a variety of wines at the 
table—-vin ordinalre (claret) is consid- 
ered essential at every dinner table to- 
day—to an afternoon caller gave a 
glass of some of her sirups or cor- 
dials, always cooled with crushed ice.

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OF THE HEALTH PROBLEM” 


Dr. John P. Campbell 


“Education for the upper classes, 
leaving the law to deal with the crimi- 
nal and defective classes, the ulti- 
mate solution this problem,” said 
Dr. John P. Campbell, heaqg of the de- 
partment of biology of the state uni- 
versity, when asked as to his opinion 
ef the recent move to require health 
Certificates from all couples desiring 
to be married. 

“A few states have passed laws pre- 
venting the marriage of the most fla- 
grantly unfit, but they multiply in 
spite of that far faster than they 
should, and the only hope is to create 
the right sentiment about the matter 
in the minds of the people and the 
mothers. The health certificate is a 
step in the right direction—but, of 
course, it is only partia! in its effect. 
We can hope from state laws that 
they will cover the worst cases first 
and that later will come uniformity 
of legislation which will largely reme- 
dy the perpetuation of diseased types. 

Gravest of Problems, 

“At best, however, we must realize 
that we are face to face with one of 
the gravest of problems and must 
look to education as the final remedy. 
The sentiment is coming and the work 
of the Atlanta branch of the Georgia 
Mothers’ Congress in this matter 
sex education will bear great fruit.” 

Dr. Campbell is one of the best 
known biologists in the country and 
his health lectures, illustrated with 
lantern slides, have been highly com- 
pliments for their scientific 
as well as for their lack of prudery 
and false sentiment.. The university 
has given great encouragement to this 
work. 

The six lectures of the series have 
just been given in Atlanta. The first, 
taking up “Evolution of Sex,” showed 
that sex is co-extensive with life. a 
universal phenomenon, found in the 
lowest as well as the hi'zhest forms of 
plant and animal life. The thing that 
is universal ‘is the union of male and 
female germ cells, the thing that 
varies is the method of bringing them 
together.

Teachers’ Association Behind 
Proposed Change 


By Establishing Separate Char- 
tered Board of Education, 
Educators Say Atlanta Will 
Take a Great Step For- 
ward. 


By Mary Reynolds Carter. 

Shall Atlanta scontinue to have an 
inferior system of public schools, or 
will the people of Atlanta, by vesting 
in a competent board of education the 
right to levy a special school tax, 
enable the city to step forward into 
equal rank with other progressive 
cities Which in other respects have no 
claim to superiority over Atlanta? 

This is the question that will sug- 
gest itself to any unbiased, intelligent 
person who studies the school system 
of Atlanta in relation to the school 
systems of other cities which have 
adopted, after much study and hard 
experience, the direct school tax as 
the most practical means of develop- 
ing municipal school systems to the 
highest point of efficiency. 

In the first place, let it be explained 
that this article is not a criticism of 
individuals, nor of"“what has been ac- 
complished under a system which 
hampers the proper growth and de- 
velopment of educational facilities. It 
is, however, the discussiop of a con- 
dition of affairs which, in the estima- 
tion of those who have studied the 
educational situation in Atlanta in re- 
lation to that of other cities, must be 
changed before the city may hope to 
have a school system which will be 
in keeping with the known policy of 
Atlanta in demanding the best in ev- 
erything. 


Teachers Start Movement. 


The movement to secure a separate 
chartered board of education with the 
power of direct taxation, has been 
started by the ‘Teachers’ Association 
of the Public Schools of Atlanta, and 
that body expects to devote much time 
to the effort to improve the school 
government. A special committee, 
consisting of some of the leading 
teachers of the city, was appointed 
last October to investigate the meth- 
ods of taxation in the leading cities 
of the United States, and to report to 
the association the methods which 
seemed most practical in securing and 
disbursing funds for the development 
of schools. This committee, composed 
of Miss Nettie C. Sergeant, principal 
ot the Girls’ High school; Misses Au- 
relia Roach, Emma Wesley and R. C. 
Little, went into the matter eéxhaust- 
ively, investigating thoroughly the 
school systems of all the leading cities 
of the United States. As a result they 
reported that Atlanta, with the one 
exception of Manchester, New Hamp- 
shire, stood lowest in its development 
of educational facilities in proportion 
to its population.

administration o¢ school affairs to the 
best advantage, and who shal] hare 
the power of making a direct levy of 
a certain amount of the assessed valu- 
ation of city property.

A Change Necessary. 

That some change in the division 
of the city’s revenue ig necessary if 
the schools are to receive sufficient 
funds With which to make improve- 
ments that are absolutely essential, 
not £0 mention many that would 
prove fhighly ad\antageous, will be 
seen at once bY anyone who investi- 
gates the scliool situation. 

For ingtance, not mentioning 
present the fact that Atlanta pays 
such meager salaries to its teachers 
that it cannot hope to invite the best 
talent for thé instruction of the chi}- 
dren of Atlanta, consider a few of 
the improvements that are needed in 
the schools themselves.

Poor Equipment. 

kirst, in equipment. To begin with 
Atlanta has not a single school library 
for pupils or for teachers. Education- 
al museums are conspicuous by their 
absence. The courses include not a 
single place of kindergarten training 
for the little children. Even with the 
new schools finished and those about 
completed the schools are so crowded 
that many grades contain as many as 
sixty pupils and some teachers even 
must try to teach two large grades in- 
stead of one. 

A school is badly needed in Ansley 
Park and new building in the ninth 
ward. 

Worse still, some of Atlanta's chil- 
dren must eeek their education in 
basement rooms, poorly lighted, badly 
ventilated, musty and unhealthy. This 
situation has developed at the Grant 
park school, the Inman Park school. 
the State street school ang the Tenth 
street school, and while every effort 
to provide for the overflow has been 
made by Superintendent Slaton, he 
could not meet+*the demands because 
there were no accommodations and no 
money with which to provide further 
accommodations. 

Dangerous Play Grounds, 

Most of the school yards are horribly 
ugly and many of tiem even dan- 
gerous. Not to have ample Playgroung 
facilities is bad enough, but when chil- 
dren must seek their recreation in a 
school yard where there is a hole 
large enough to set a house in, it be- 
comes dangers. At the North ave: 
nue school the playground space of the 
children is greatly lessened by the 
presence of such a hole, and as there 
has been no money to provide for fiil- 
ing in the hole and for building a re- 
taining curbing, it remains there still. 

The Tenth street school yard ig full 
of gullies, sufficiently deep for small 
children to be in danger of seriously 
hurting themselves as théy run and 
play. 

The Hill street lot ie.cut‘all to 
pieces by the rains, and at the Forrest 
avenue school the gullies in the yard 
are 3 or 4 feet deep, while the High- 
land avenue echool is almost as bad.

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trees and none of them are beautiful

as are the yards in Ay 
Surface Closets in Use. 

At some of the schools surface clos- 
ets are in use, and though the oity 
carts are supposed to visit these 
schools twice a week, reports have 
shown that the carts get around but 
once a week. 

These things exist even when the 
closest attention is given to the schools 
because the board of education un- 
der the present system simply has not 
the money wherewith to make neces- 
sary improvements. , 

Furthermore, the heating equipmen 
is poor among the schools. Some of 
them must even depend still upon 
stoves for warmth, and it will be re- 
membered how ¢ften last winter it be- 
came necessary to close the schools en- 
tirely rather than endanger the health 
and lives of the children by forcing 
them to sit in rooms freezing cold. 
This, too, was due to lack of funds for 
proper equipment. 

Atlanta Behind the Times. 

Comparing Atlanta's schools further 
with the schools of cities of equa) size 
and even with some smaller, it is -no- 
ticeable that Atlanta is far behind in 
that absolutely no provision is made 
in the schools for the industrial edu- 
cation which is securing a more and 
more important place in schools of 
other cities. This work, including do- 
meetic science, sewing, manual train- 
ing and other practical industrial work 
which trains the minds as well as the 
hands, has no place in the Atlanta 
schools, thou@h modern educational 
work emphasizes their importance, 

The important and beneficial addi- 
tions of a school for defectives and 
a school for incorrigible children as a 
part of the regular school system have 
scarcely been thought of even except 
by those whose life business is educa- 
tlonal work. 

Yet many cities have these things, 
and are going forward to other im- 
portant improvements In their schools. 
Some of the cities which have such 
advantages are much larger, too, with 
many times heavier demand upon the 
city’s money than Atlanta has. 

Direct Taxation an Improvement. 


It is a significant fact, however, that 
the best school systems are those of 
the cities which have recognized the 
wisdom of applying business principles 
to the direction of their schools—citles 
which have chosen expert educators 
to disburse money which they them- 
selves have levied directly as a school 
tax, 

Under the system of special school 
taxation the’ chartered board of edu- 
cation makes a budget of necessary 
expenses for the year, Having gone 
over the needs of the school thor- 
oughly and having arrived at an ac- 
curate knowledge of how money will 
be needed, it then proceeds, independ- 
ent of councilmen or politics, to levy a 
tax of so many mills upon the city’s 
total assessment for the year. The 
levy will vary from year to year, ac- 
cording to the needs of the schools, 
and in some cities a maximum num- 
ber of mills is defined as the limit of 
the school tax by the charter of the 
board of education. The an.>unt va- 
ries, however, from 2 mills, in Gal- 
veston (an inadequate amount, accord- 
ing to the report made to the Atlanta 
Teachers’ Association), to 10 mills in 
Spokane and 15 mills in Fargo. 

It shéuld interest Atlanta to know 
that 82 per cent of the largest cities 
of the United States have insisted upon 
independence for their boards of edu- 
cation, and by adopting the special 
school tax have reached a gratifying 
state of educational improvement. 

Politics and Appropriations, 


Atlanta, under its present system, 
falls far behind the average excellence 
which should characterize the schools 
of any city of its size. Council, which 
controls the appropriation for. the 
schools, is made up of men of diverse 
interests; none of them have made 
special study of educational work. or 
the needs of the schools of the city. 
When the question of appropriations 
come up, there are many other de- 
mands which seem much more impor- 
tant than that of the schools. Politi- 
eal obligations, sanitary needs, a thou- 
sand and one influences are pulling 
for the expenditures of money for va- 
rious purposes in different directions. 
As a result, the finance committee is 
up against a pruning proposition, and 
often the pruning is too close along 
some lines—so close that sometimes 
a miscalculation is made which leaves 
a shortage of funds in departments 
where funds must be had, 

The Pruning Process, 

As an illustration of how the schools’ 
fund is cut down, this year’s appropri- 
ation may be cited. At the last division 
of city funds,’ the board of education 
presented a budget which had been 
formed after careful thought, and 
much elimination—a budget which set 
forth what the board considered the 
minimum amount upon which the 
schools could be run for the ensuing 
year. This amount was $729,000. The 
appropriation received from council 
only $628,000 and some odd dollars—a 
shortage of over $100,000 of the amount 
needed. In the general cutting down, 
the expense fund for the_ schools, 
which was estimated at a necessary 
sum of $16,000, was reduced to $6,000, 
and other funds were also reduced. As 
a result, the school authorities have 
been greatly hampered in their work 
this year. 

Justice in Dividing 

If Atlanta's school department re- 
ceived an appropriation in proportion 
to those given by other cities, the an- 
nual budget . would be largely in- 
creased—and so would the efficiency 
of the schools. At present, even to se- 
cure the meager appropriations. re- 
ceived, the board of education, through 
its members, must spend much time in 
arguing, persuading @nd urging, and 
the members lose much valuable time, 
only to receive in the end, as a favor 
or a charity, appropriations smaller 
than are actually needed. Members of 
council are men of intelligence, and 
they have a general civic pride, but 
they have not specialized on school 
needs. They are, therefore, necessarily 
uninformed, and cannot comprehend 
the just needs of public school educa- 
tion. With the sanitary department, 
the health department, the police de- 
partment, the fire department, public 
improvements, and other things de- 
manding large appropriations, it is but 
natural that a muddled § situation 
should sometimes ensue; and often- 
times, it seems, the school department 
appears to be the least important, and 
suffers most severely in the cutting- 
down process. 

The Importance of the Schools. 

The school department is really one 
of the most important, for through it 
the children of the city are influenced, 
and through them the future citizen- 
ship and civic standards of the city 
are determined. Then, aside from the 
children’s standpoint, a g00d school 
system is an advertisement for the 
city. It enhances real estate values— 
even mm Atlanta; for the moral and in- 
tellectual tone of a community is an 
asset of tangible monetary Value. 

The leading cities have realized 
these things, and have abolfshed the 
antiquated system of council appropri- 
ation for schools, and théy are now 
obtaining infinitely better results un- 
der the new and progressive system of 
local taxation.

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TICKETS AND BALLOT BOXES ~_- 
FOR PRESIDENTIAL PRIMARY 


As the result of many inquiries made 
of Manager G R. Hutchens, of Under- 
wood headquarters, as to whether it} 
will be essential to have separate | 
tickets and separate ballot boxes for 
the presidential primary of May 1, 
Manager Hutchens wrote to Chairman 
W. C. Wright, of the state executive 
committee, for specific information. 

The following facts regarding the 
presidential primary, stated in Chair- 
man Wright's letter, will be of wide 


interest: ' 


(1) The ballot to be veted in this 
primary must be distinct and separate 
from all other ballots; it must relate 
to the presidential primary only. 

(2) It is not essential to have sepa- 
rate ballot boxes for the county pri- 
mary and the presidential primary, 
but it is considered advisable, partic- 
ularly in the matter of facilitating 
the count, 

(3) It is mot necessary to have two 


sets of managers. The managers for 
the county primary may conduct the 


presidential 
mittee rules. 


What Chairman Wright Says. 

Referring to the inquiries of Man- 
ager Hutchens, Chairman Wright re- 
plied as follows: 

“In counties which will hold their 
primaries for the nomination of coun- 
ty officers on the same day as the 
presidential primary, it will not be 
necessary to have two sets of man- 
agers, neither will it be necessary to 
keep two sets of ballot baxes, but 1] 
have suggested that in order to fa- 
cilitate the counting of the ballots, it 
would be well for the managers to 
keep two ballot boxes. 

“The state committee prescribed an 
official form of ballot for use in the 
presidential primary and provided that 
no other should be counted; and under 
this rule I have held that separate 
ballots would have to be used for the 
presidential primary and the county 
primary; in other words, that the 
names of the candidates for president 
and the names of the candidates for 
county offices should not be placed on 
the same ballot.”

Washington, April 13.—Over one- 
half of the 1,076 delegates to the re- 
publican national convention will have 
been selected at the conclusion of the 
Pennsylvania primaries today. State- 
ments issued from the Taft and Roose.- 
velt headquarters here show wide 
divergence in the claims to the dele- 
gates selected up to last night. 

The Taft claim is 339; Roosevelt, 
113; La Follette, 36; Cummins, 4; un- 
instructed, 2, 

The Roosevelt claim is: 

Roosevelt, 151; Taft, 49: 
36; Cummins, 4; contested, 
structed, 106. 

The chief differences between the 
rival managers lie in the southern 
states, where the Roosevelt forces list 
ag ‘‘contested’’ many of the delegates 
claimed by Taft. In New York the 
83 delegates are listed as “uninstruct- 
ed” by the Roosevelt managers, while 
the Taft managers claim 83 of them 
and concede five to Roosevelt. The 
six Vermont delegates claimed for 
Taft are held ag “uminstructed” in the 
Roosevelt statement. 

At the Clark headquarters the fol- 
lowing etatement of democratic dele- 
gates was issued:
